On East 56th Street, in Manhattan, 
in the basement of one of those old 
brownstone houses, which like most of 
them has been converted into apartments 
or rooming houses and shops, is one 
completely filled with rare, beautiful and 
precious antiques. And here are two 
incredible SURVIVORS—as we have 
come to call them since the war. Most 
of the antiques are there on consignment, 
because these survivors came through 
with their lives and nothing else, also 
because most of the people leaving their 
antiques there for sale know Mr. Berger 
personally, or know of him, because his 
reputation is international. As an ap- 
praiser of antiques he has few equals, 
having begun his training in antiques 
when he was ten years old, on becoming 
a protege of the Archduke Ferdinand 
at that time. 

But my interview was with Mrs. Ber- 
ger, Mr. Berger having left for Europe 
a few days before. Today Mrs. Berger 
is an expert also, having been in busi- 
ness with her husband since their mar- 
riage.

But suppose we start a little earlier 
in her dynamic and dramatic life. The 
dramatics really did start at a very early 
age. Her mother, herself not yet seven- 
teen, “lost” her while dancing. She was 
a seven-month baby, born at a dancing 
party, and she spent the first two months 
of her life in an incubator. At five, the 
Archduke’s coach and four horses ran 
over her in the street. Fortunately she 
fell between the horses, and came through 
with only a scar on her left temple and 
one on the left side of her body. As a 
tribute to this miraculous survival the 
Archduke sent her a puppet theatre, and 
that was the beginning of her interest 
in the stage, altho, for a while, her 
education was along quite other lines. 

Mrs. Berger was sent to England to 
be educated as a Quaker; later she taught 
in the Quaker school in York, England. 
After this she went to Paris and became 
an Inspector in the Quaker School of 
the Society of Friends. Leaving there, 
she became secretary to the painter Her- 
komer, in London, and learned the tech- 
nique of painting from him. She then 
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studied music and painting with Tina 
Blau in Vienna. 

The Bergers were married on March 
25th, 1912. In considering che charts of 
this remarkable couple, unfortunately we 
do not have the time of birth, and so 
are limited to the solar charts. Mrs. Ber- 
ger was born January 8, 1889, Mr. 


Berger March 28, 1883. After one look — 


at the dynamic planetary patterns in Mrs. 
Berger’s chart, any astrologer would 
have observed that this baby would cer- 
tainly have a life crowded with varied 
and thrilling experiences. Here is a grand 
trine in fire, a cardinal “T” cross and a 
fixed “T” cross. That she has not only 
survived, but is a most cheerful and 
psychologically healthy person today, says 
a good deal for the high quality of a 
human being capable of living through 
and actually benefiting from dreadful 
experiences. The human beings who have 
survived the horrors of the concentra- 
tion camps of the last war are certainly 
suggestive evidence of the -volution of 
humanity, in spite of many appearances 
to the contrary. But that highly debatable 
question is not within the scope of this 
article. In any event, these experiences 
brought out and into use these qualities 
that are essential to the theory of evo- 
lution, and perhaps would not have been 
so important in a more normal or shel- 
tered life. 

The Sun square Moon no doubt in- 
dicates the precarious beginning of the 
life, but the Moon also trines Jupiter 
and Saturn. The grand trine in fire 
formed by these planets (Moon, Jupiter 
and Saturn) giving the self sufficiency 
of fire, combined with the practical abil- 
ity of the Capricorn Sun and Mercury 
to cope with any situation, suggests the 
survival of great hazards and dangers. 
The Sun square Uranus in Libra will 
never permit life to be a bore. This is 
certainly a very stimulating aspect and 
Uranus being in the opportunistic Libra 
has enabled her to see and grasp the 
opportunity in many a situation that 
would have seemed to be a crisis of major 
proportions to most people, and would 
have simply floored the average individ- 
ual. With the Moon in Aries opposing 
Uranus, her emotional life has also been 
tempestuous. Mars being in the fixed air 
sign, Aquarius, she starts things for a 
purpose, with an objective, to accomplish 
the ambition of the Capricorn Sun. Mars 
trine Uranus and sextile Jupiter has 





vision and the practical ability to make 
that vision a reality. The aspects in this 
chart are truly amazing. Both oppositions 
are connected by trines and sextiles. Ac- 
tually, we have a planet in every fire 
and air sign, giving sextiles around the 
entire chart. The Moon may well be in 
a later degree, and so give it a closer 
orb of aspect to most of the planets. 
Pluto is, of course, out of aspect by 
degree, but moving as slowly as it does, 
it may well be that it functions by sign, 
almost regardless of degree of orb of 
the aspect to the other planets. All these 
sextiles—aspects of assistance—indicate 
the help Mrs. Berger has received in 
many critical situations in which she 
has found herself; as well as the ability 
to use that help effectively, and to 
achieve practical results through her own 
efforts. Jupiter in its own sign, in 12th 
house position to the Sun, is a powerful 
position that gives faith and optimism 
(and is perhaps her guardian angel). 

Venus is really conjunct Mars and 
square Neptune by degree and so tied 
into the fixed “T” cross—but it is in 
Pisces, and so it is not functioning in 
a fixed sign, which in the opinion of the 
writer, weakens the aspect very much. 
And yet, in several crisés in her life 
she did not act as she felt (the water 
element of Pisces), but did what she 
believed to be her duty, which is much 
more of a fixed quality. Of course, she 
does have Saturn and Mars in fixed 
signs, and she does seem to have a great 
deal of feeling and compassion for peo- 
ple, which would be Venus to the muta- 
ble water Pisces. There may not have 
been too much perspective either in the 
everyday affairs of life or in the emo- 
tional life with Venus conjunct Mars. 
Venus square Neptune could have a feel- 
ing of frustration, lack of satisfaction in 
the. emotional life, but in talking with 
her, one gets the impression that she 
has learned to give without expecting re- 
turn, which is the most positive way of 
using the square of Venus to Neptune. 
Clearly also, she has met with a great 
deal of deception in her life. 

In comparing the Berger’s charts, we 
find Mrs, Berger’s Moon conjunct Mr. 
Berger's Sun, hfS Venus conjunct her 
Mars, and his Mars conjunct her Venus, 
certainly strong aspects of attraction to 
keep them together, but if his Moon is in 
Scorpio, which seems likely, it is square 
her Mars, opposing her Venus, and -per- 
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haps in orb of a square to her Saturn, 
which does not indicate that it would 
always be a smooth or harmonious re- 
lationship. The Moon being part of a 
fixed ““T” cross in his chart, square 
Venus, opposition Saturn, Neptune and 
Pluto, is a difficult emotional pattern for 
him to handle constructively, and being 
in fixed signs he would want to keep his 
marriage in spite of any outside interests 
he may have at any time. Venus in Aquar 
ius can be flirtatious, but if it was not 
serious to him, he would find it difficult 
to understand why anyone else should 
take it seriously. 

In Mr. Berger’s chart Uranus in Virgo 
square Jupiter in Gemini is, of course, 
square Jupiter in Sagittarius in his wife's 
chart; this may indicate the losses they 
have sustained through conditions over 
which they had no control—loss of free- 
dom (Uranus) as well as material (Jup- 
iter) losses. We seem to have less control 
over the affairs ruled by Uranus, Nep- 
tune and Pluto than those ruled by the 
other planets since they are the planets 
of the unconscious, or the social planets, 
in the mundane sense. We might con- 
sider this an aspect of destiny. But we 
make our own fate—if there is any such 
thing—by our attitude toward the condi- 
tions over which we have no control, or 
any others for that matter. 

Mrs. Berger stayed in the shop while 
her husband was out making appraisals, 
and soon became as well known in that 
field as he, and soon was creating a de- 
mand for her personal services, which 
gave her almost as much satisfaction as 
did her later competency in the theatre. 
Having three children was just a normal 
part of life to her. Her first son was 
born about eight oclock one morning 
while she was sitting on a sofa waiting 
for her husband to finish shaving— 
which he insisted on doing before calling 
the doctor; nor was she allowed to go 
to a hospital because the children must 
be born in the same bed as their ances- 
tors. 

What gave her most satisfaction dur- 
ing this period of her life was her in- 
terest in the theatre, which had been so 
aroused in childhood by the puppets 
the Archduke had given her when she was 
run over by his carriage. She became 
stage decorator’ and supervisor of his- 
torical costumes for the Reinhardt pro- 
ductions. To hear her tell of these ac- 
tivities was most revealing; being called 





on at the last moment for changes, every- 
one relying on her, believing she could 
meet any emergency at the very last 
moment (Sun and Mercury in Capri- 
corn) meant so much to her. After the 
cast had been applauded, ‘hen Mr. Rein- 
hardt applauded, came the calls for Mrs. 
Berger, who came on stage for a bow 
and applause—that was complete satis- 
faction! The Sun in Capricorn loves 
the limelight ; and with Venus exalted in 
Pisces, in mutual reception with Nep- 
tune (Venus in Pisces, ruled by Nep- 
tune; Neptune in Taurus, ruled by 
Venus) 1m the artistic signs Pisces and 
Taurus, her satisfaction (Venus) was 
derived from rendering service in_ the 
arts, and to »veople. 

Three hours after Hitler arrived in 
Vienna, in March 1937, these two were 
in prison. Because they had life insur- 
ance which could be converted into Swiss 
frances, the Bergers were permitted to 
leave the prison for this purpose, after, 
of course, turning over everything else 
they owned to the Nazis. Once free of 
the prison, they decided to make a break 
and try to reach the border, even tho 
they had to go just as they were. They 
made for the border at Trier. They had 
no passports, but they reached a mon- 
astery and were given refuge. Because 
she was a woman Mrs. Berger was hid- 
den in a closet for two days. Dressed 
in priest’s robes, the Bergers got as far 
as the Siegfried line where they were 
caught and taken to a guard house— 
Mrs. Berger and three men. All were 
stripped and left naked in a room with 
the temperature about 10° below. zero, 
doomed to be shot in the morning. In 
the next room was the wife of one of 
the guards and some children. A baby 
kept crying, so finally Mrs. Berger 
tapped at the door and suggested that 
the women give her something to put 
on and let her come in and help the 
baby. The baby was very ill, but she 
managed to brew some herbs and put 
some in a bag around its neck whereupon 
the baby became quiet and was better 
by morning. Mrs. Berger ‘talked with 
the woman trying to persuade her that 
killing them was of no benefit to anyone; 
nothing had been found when they were 
searched; they were quite innocent of 
any crime. She succeeded, for when 
the guard came in the morning they 
were given what was left of the clothes 
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(their shoes had been cut to ribbons), 
and told to “GO.” They started down 
a hill, and shortly the guard was after 
them. They thought surely they were 
to be taken back and shot after all, but 
the guard only apologized for not being 
able to drive them in his car—then off 
he went. They had only gone a short 
distance when they saw some soldiers 
approaching, so they buried themselves 
in the January snow up to their necks. A 
doctor was with them, and kept telling 
them to wriggle and to keep moving their 
bodies. When they thought it safe they 
roled down the hill in the snow to a 
stream which they crossed, and stopped 
a car that was coming, asking in French 
the way to Paris. Fortunately the man 
was a garage owner in Luxemburg, and 
took them with him and kept them for 
three months. They sent the garage own- 
er’s wife to Vienna to try to get Mrs. 
Berger’s brother out of Vienna and bring 
him there. She fell in love with the 
brother and neither returned. The garage 
owner was so angry he turned the group 
over to the police. Prison once more; 
but the prison in Luxemburg was not 
so bad, except that they were separated. 
Again she became friendly with the 
‘guard (she certainly has a way with 
suards—Venus conjunct Mars?) and 
was allowed to escape, her husband also. 

The Bergers managed to get to Ant- 
werp, where they found an apartment 
and got settled to some degree. She 
taught English and her husband became 
the appraiser of antiques for thé Ameri- 
can Consul. (Antiques of 100 years’ age 
or more are permitted into this country 
duty free.) 

Altho they felt relatively safe in Ant- 
werp, it didn’t last very long, for when 
Hitler entered Belgium they were ar- 
rested again, kept in prison about a week 
and then taken to the railway station 
to be shipped to France. The men were 
put in. cattle cars and given no food. 
Mrs. Berger managed to escape at the 
station: and remained in Antwerp, but 
the apartment was destroyed by bombs. 
She joined the English army as an in- 
terpreter and went. to Dunkirk with 
them. The interpreters were the last to 
enter the English boats. Just as she was 
about to enter a boat it was bombed. 
With « child in her arms, Mrs. Berger 
was washed back and forth by the waves 
a few times and then managed to get to 
shore, where she was taken for British 


and interned at Boulogne-sur-Mer for 
four months. 

Her earlier Quaker connections now 
began to prove very valuable to her. A 
Quaker came to the prison and later got 
her a passport as a Flemish woman. So 
she was sent to a small hotel near there 
to cook and clean for a small suicide 
squadron stationed there. They happened 
to be Australians, and replacements were 
very frequent. From these she was sent 
to Lille to do much the same thing 
for a larger group of men. 

At the station at Lille she asked for 
information about prisoners, hoping to 
locate her husband. There seemed to be 
a possibility that he was in Antwerp; 
so she asked to be sent as a prisoner 
to Antwerp. But when she arrived there 
she could not find her husband and went 
on to Brussels; no luck there either. 
(Actually he was in prison in France 
near the Spanish border.) 

It was possible to cross the frontier 
if one had money; both the Germans 
and the French could be bought. So 
it was a question of getting some money. 
Many refugees in Brussels had jewelry, 
but getting it to the diamond market in 
Antwerp was difficult because the road 
was constantly being bombed. However, 
Mrs. Berger made the trip nightly, work- 
ing on a commission basis. When she had 
enough money to buy her way through 
she went to France. Finally she learned 
that her husband had escaped and joined 
the French army, that he was in Agen 
in the south of France. Joining him, 
she found him sick and -veak. 

In Agen she put on some theatrical 
shows. The daughter of an officer was 
in one of the shows, and Mrs. Berger 
became friendly with her. One night 
the girl brought her word not to return 
—an order had been given that all men 
over 60 were to be sent back to the 
prison at Gurs. 

So the Bergers made their way to 
Marseilles. But now her husband was a 
deserter from the French army also. In 
Marseilles they waited for an American 
visa. Once somewhere else their quota 
number had come up, but was given 
to another persons with the same name. 
Here again they were sent to prison 
the very day their quota number came 
through. A third time they were about 
to get a visa when a law was passed that 
anyone who had relatives in Germany 
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was not eligible. Then it was rumored 
the Germans were coming. They tried 
for a visa for China, but the border was 
closed They were introduced to the Pan- 
amanian Consul, who took what money 
they had but never gave them a visa. 

Everyday these two went out in a 
fishing boat at dawn and did not re- 
turn until after dark so as not to be 
seen in Marseilles. They lived mostly 
on melons and such scraps of fruit or 
fish as they could find under the docks. 
Finally they met a Portuguese diplomat 
they had once known, who got them 
to Portugal where they obtained a visa 
for Cuba, and managed to get on a ship 
after about two months. They were out 
at sea about ten days when the United 
States entered the war, whereupon the 
ship was ordered to return to Europe. 
However, it headed instead for Santa 
Domingo. This was in November 1941. 
The death rate on the boat was terrific; 
there were about 800 people on it, and 
it was only meant for about 120. They 
were at the dock in Santa Domingo only 
about three days, then were off for Cuba. 
Finally they arrived in Cuba, and while 
being taken to prison, were stoned by 
the Cubans. However, our Mr. Bullitt 
explained that these were not enemy 
Germans, but refugees, and the Cubans 
then became very kind to them. Mr. 
Berger was very ill, and the Cubans were 
very gracious and helpful. After three 
days our Capricorn had a job teaching 
languages in a convent, where she taught 
for about a year, learning Spanish her- 
self. At first she refused ‘to speak a 
word of Spanish, explaining that her 
pupils would not then learn the French 
and English she was teaching. She did 
not admit that she knew 20 Spanish, 
but picked it up very quickly. 

The Bergers finally got the much cov- 
eted American visa, the one thing they 
had been trying for all these years. T hey 
landed in Miami on Thanksgiving Day 
1942, coming to New York a few days 
later. They have since become American 
citizens. Mrs. Berger considers that to 
have been born an American is to have 
been born fortunate. Who would dis- 
agree with her? She does *hink she has 
been very /ucky. When the writer sug- 
gested a disbelief in luck—or that there 
is no such thing—she looked polite, but 
very skeptical. When it was argued that 
we make our lives, the things that hap- 
pen to us are because we are WHAT we 





are, she was inclined to agree to some 
extent, but was still unconvinced. All 
of her three sons survived—and each of 
their stories would make a book in itself 
—for which she is most grateful and 
happy. She was a very strict mother, 
she says,—Capricorn disciplinarian ?— 
often when the boys wanted to play they 
were made to perform certain duties, 
studies; they learned to clean and press 
their clothes, they were taught to cook. 
Every other Sunday they prepared sup- 
per, and it had to be an especially good 
one, well cooked and properly served. 
But today they tell her how very val- 
uable some of that training has been to 
them. Each of her three sons has had 
a baby of his own last year, all sons also. 

She says her one ambitions or desire 
today 1s to get admission to the Andrew 
Friedman home, where she wants to be- 
come Librarian. Does any astrological 
student think she will settle down to a 
peaceful or routine life? 

Of course, the Bergers have been mak- 
ing efforts to get back some of their 
property and valuables in Vienna and 
other parts of Austria. Just recently 
they have succeeded—or at least it seems 
so—and Mr. Berger has gone over to 
see what can be done. They had hid 
some jewelry in the house, and believe 
it was so well hidden that the Nazis 
never found it, and so he hopes to re- 
cover that also. The leaders want him 
again to become president of the An- 
tique Dealers of Austria, a position he 
held for many years—but he values his 
American citizenship more highly. 

Mrs. Berger married three days before 
her 23rd birthday, at the time of a:prog- 
ressed new moon in 12° Aquarius. There- 
fore, this was a time of reorientation and 
readjustment in her life—a.new begin- 
ning. Transiting Neptune was opposing 
the Sun.(from Cancer, the solar 7th 
house) so it is doubtful if she was aware 
of the obligations she would be required 
to. meet ; this also indicates the possibility 
of deception. Saturn was trine the Sun 
from Taurus, a fixed sign, hence the 
marriage would be likely to last; but it 
stimulated the fixed “T” cross in both 
charts, so one would expect them to en- 
counter many difficulties. 

In March 1937, when the Bergers were 
imprisoned for the first time, Neptune 
was in Virgo, trine the Sun and its own 
natal place, square Jupiter (in Mrs. Ber- 
ger’s chart) ; their material losses were 
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heavy, taken from them by fraud and 
deception, tho the trine to the Sun pro- 
tected the life. Neptune remained in 
Virgo until September ’42 (except for 
December *41 and January ’42 when it 
was in 0° Libra) and had just gone into 
‘Libra again when they finally arrived 
in this country. This planet of the col- 
lective unconscious, the planet that indi- 
cates the service we must render to so- 
ciety for the privileges and protection it 
gives us, was in her solar 9th house. 
Certainly she traveled widely during this 
period, but the 9th is also the house of 
understanding—understanding and _ help- 
ing others in many instances, especially 
children—she took children with her 
when she escaped at the railway station 
one time, again at Dunkirk she had a 
child in her arms, and saved it; (inter- 
estingly Neptune is in her solar fifth 
house, ruling children) ; she received help 
in return. Uranus was in Taurus from 
1937 to May, 1942 (except for a few 
months in the fall of ’41), so again we 
have a trine to the Sun; true, Uranus 
was square to natal Saturn and Mars, 
but it was sextile and trine to these 
planets at birth, so the square by transit 
was not as difficult as it might otherwise 
have been, and the trine to the Sun brings 
opportunities for a way out of the diffi- 
. culties to freedom (Uranus). 

Saturn was in late Pisces in 1937, sex- 
tile the Sun, square Jupiter. Again we 
have the loss of material property, but 
protection of life indicated. In Aries 
(1938-40) it did square the ‘Sun, and 
being quincunx to it at birth certainly 
many adjustments were required. A Cap- 
ricorn Sun and Mercury are capable of 
making them, and while Saturn squared 
the Sun it was trine Jupiter and its own 
natal place—always we find trines. While 
Saturn. was in Aries, the solar 4th house, 
Mrs. Berger managed to establish a home 
of sorts—the apartment in Antwerp; 
again in Boulogne-sur-Mer while tech- 
nically a prisoner she was living in a 
house, caring for soldiers, but it was 
much more of a home atmosphere than 
an actual prison would have been. 

Jupiter was conjunct the Sun when all 
the trouble started. Anything that starts 
with Jupiter on the Sun was not going 
to be as bad as it otherwise would be. 
Of course, everything is relative. Jupiter 
moved from Capricorn around to Cancer 
during this period; in November 1942 
when the Bergers arrived in Miami and 





came to New York a few days later, 
Jupiter was in Cancer, 7th house to the 
Sun—new opportunities. This spring 
when they learned that at least some, per- 
haps most, of their property and other 
valuables might be restored, Jupiter is 
back transiting over the Sun again. 

We repeat, all experiences in life are 
relative, but with all the sextiles and 
trines in this natal chart, this person suf- 
fered much less than many others in 
analogous circumstances during the same 
period of history. 

A grand trine in a chart is considered 
a weakness; the sextiles extending all 
around the chart could indicate a too 
easy life, a tendency to drift; two “T” 
crosses are considered to be too diffusing ; 
in other words there is-no real focus of 
strength. But the presence of ALL of 
these patterns in ome chart, and inter- 
related as they are, gives great strength 
to this chart, and bestows upon the indi- 
vidual a zest for living and the ability 
to meet all conditions and situations with 
the attitude of “Well, it’s just another 
problem to solve.” 

Another progressed new moon (re- 
member there was one at the time of 
marriage) occurred in 1941 about the 
time the Bergers arrived in Cuba, to be- 
gin a new life in a new world. This luna- 
tion occurred in the 12th degree of 
Pisces. In the condensed version of the 
SABIAN DEGREE SYMBOLS, given 
in THE ASTROLOGY OF PERSON- 
ALITY by Dane Rudhyar, occurs this 
interpretation : 

“Pisces 12, CANDIDATES ARE BE- 
ING EXAMINED BY THE LODGE 
OF INITIATES. Inner ordeal before 
every true seeker. The individual facing 
collective wisdom. Re-affirmation of pur- 
pose. God-revelation.,” 

Mr. and Mrs. Berger both have the 
Sun ‘n cardinal signs at birth; so with 
the transiting Uranus beginning its 7- 
year transit of Cancer this June, it looks 
as if there will be many more changes for 
these two. Of course, cardinal signs usu- 
ally thrive on changes, and they can be 
constructive changes in building a new 
life. 

In Mrs. Berger’s natal chart there are 
two aspects we*have not so far men- 

tioned. They are generally considered 
minor aspects—but we believe they can 
be most revealing. The Sun is quincunx 
(150°) to Saturn and sesqui-quadrate 
(Continued on page 30)

CANCER, LEO AND VIRGO STATES 


Ln answer to many requests of students 
who wish to do research on their own 
horoscopes in regard to certain states, we 
offer eleven solar equilibrium charts.* 
These are the states most requested that 
have not as yet been published in the 
magazine. 

A few notes, mentioning the various 
states’ activities, history and what they 
produce, are given as an added interest 
in delineation. 


Virginia 


Virginia, one of the original 13 states, 
termed “Old Dominion,” was admitted to 
the Union as our 10th state on June 25, 
1788. 

There are six planets in water in this 
wheel, two in Pisces, a sign regarded by 
some astrologers as riding the rivers. 
The principal rivers are the James, Po- 
tomac, Rappahonnock, York, Blackwater, 
New and Shenandoah. 

Geologically, the Blue Ridge is com- 
posed of pre-Cambrian igneous rocks 
with Cambrian sandstone, while the Val- 
ley of Virginia and the Alleghany ridges 
are composed of paleozoic sedimentary 
rocks. Minerals include coal, iron, cop- 
per, lead and zine.

mean something in Virginia. An intérest 
in collecting is exhibited, and a high value 
is placed on heirlooms.

Since the Union, Virginia has given the 
country eight presidents, including Harri- 
son, Taylor and Wilson, who were born 
here though elected from other states. 

Lee, Jackson and Johnston, Civil War 
commanders, were all Virginians, and 
great battles of conflict were fought upon 
her soil, which say the last decisive en- 
gagements of both the Revolutionary and 
Civil Wars—remember the sign Cancer 
which rules termination, is prominent. 

Born within eight days of June 26th, 
all that. Virginia has to offer is yours; 
you could fall in easily with the way of 
life here and be successful in accumulat- 
ing money.

The rivers are the Hudson, Mohawk, 
St. Lawrence, Susquehanna, Delaware, 
and Allegheny —to top it off, Niagara 
Falls. 

The fauna include the wolf, bear, deer, 
mink, otter, fox, racoon and 400 species 
of fish. 

The flora include berries, medicinai 
plants and spruce, maple, pine, hemlock, 
oak, beech, and hickory trees. 

The earthy sign of Virgo is on the 
cusp of the 2nd, and the other earth 





sign, Taurus, is on the 10th—both signs 
related to food, the. earth and what we 
can extract from nature. Moon is in 
the 10th not far from its exalted de- 
gree. Agriculture then would seem to 
play an important part within the state; 
in fact, New York rivals others in pro- 
ducing fruits, potatoes, hay, oats, corn, 
market vegetables and dairy products. 

There are many minerals — marble, 
iron, limestone, natural gas, salt, talc, etc. 

New York is the leading manufactur- 
ing state ef the country, Clothing, print- 
ing and publishing, textiles, meat packing, 
paper, lace and fur dressing are the 
greatest industries.

Columbia Cornell, Syracuse, New York 
and Fordham Universities, Hamilton and 
Vassar Colleges, normal schools, and the 
Albany State Teachers’ College, etc. The 
U.S. Military Academy is located at 
West Point. 

History: New York was settled by the 
French (Leo) under Champlain in 1609 
and a few years later, due to Hudson’s 
exploration, by the Dutch (Cancer). 
Dutch New Netherlands was changed to 
British New York in 1674. The French 
and Indian Wars, the Stamp Act Con- 
gress and many battles of the Revolution- 
ary War took place in this state, and 
prove of interest and pride, when we read 
of our colorful past and then take a trip 
and visit these self-same places. 

New York exercises great influence on 
national politics and industry. Some of 
her greatest statemen have been John fay, 
Hamilton, Cleveland, Hughes, and both 
Roosevelts, Theodore and Franklin D.

CALIFORNIA 

California, a Virgo state, was the 31st 
to be admitted to the Union. It is not 
only one of the most interesting states, 
but our most publicized. 

The climate is unpredictable, capri- 
cious. The books will tell you it ranges 
from temperate to subtropical, but some 
residents will add, “to freezing.” 

Everything is unusual ; the state is 800 
miles long and has a coast line of 1,097 
miles. The highest peak in the United 
States, Mt. Whitney, is within California 
borders, as well as Death Valley, 200 feet 
below sea-level. 

The wonderful mountains divide Cali- 
fornia into fertile valleys, and there is 
a large desert area in the south-east por- 
tion. 

Forests cover 44,700 square miles, of 
which thousands of acres are included 
in national forests. 

The Sequoia gigantea is the largest and 
oldest of living trees, averaging 275 feet

in height and 20 feet in diameter. The 
California Redwood tree averages 18 feet 
in diameter and like the Sequoia, is not 
found elsewhere. 

The name California comes from a 
Spanish romance in which “California’”’ 
is described as a mythical island—‘‘on the 
right hand of the Indies, very near the 
Terrestrial Paradise.” 

Ranked as an agricultural state, it is a 
leading producer of oranges, grapefruit, 
small fruits, vegetables, and nuts, also 
corn, wheat, oats, cotton, beans, etc. 

It is rich in minerals, leading the states 
in the production of gold, and standing 
high in the production of copper, silver, 
tungsten and quicksilver. It also pro- 
duces a large quantity of petroleum. 

Sacramento is the capital. San Fran- 
cisco is a large and charming city, with 
a distinctive, sophisticated atmosphere, 
but Los Angeles has grown into the 3rd 
largest city of the nation. It is said that 
Los Angeles is full of people from some- 
where elSe; quite true—that it has no 
tradition, no sense of unity, but we seem 
to be doing pretty well, just the same. 

Los Angeles, the center of the moving 
picture industry, has been responsible 
for bringing much income, big money 
and also unheard of publicity to his 
state. 

The history is both colorful and roman 
tic. Alarcon went up the Colorado River 
in 1540. Cabrillo explored the coast in 
1542. Sir Francis Drake touched there 
in 1579.

ly the course of my “military-astro- 
logical” work during the war I came 
across a fact so important for the astro- 
logical student that I wish to put it on 
record here and now. We are human, 
we astrologers, and therefore just as 
subject to ever recurring human weak- 
nesses of judgment as anybody else. And 
many of us have fallen for the same 
mistakes that were made in so many 
other scientific fields: for instance the 
mistake of overestimating the value of a 
new discovery. Thus, when in 1930 the 
planet Pluto was discovered, we pounded 
on it. We started by making Pluto re- 
sponsible for everything we could not 
explain otherwise. If you read Fritz 
Brunnhuebner, you will feel inclined to 
think that Pluto is far more important 
for more or less all the important events 
of a human life than all the rest of the 
planets together. And we forgot that the 
ancients did ot do so very badly with 
their astrological work. That Ptolemy’s 
Tetrabiblos is still a great book in our 
days (O for an astrologer of Ptolemy’s 
calibre in our time!) And yet the ancients 
had to do not only without Pluto, but 
also without Neptune and Uranus: The 
tendency to overrate one particular planet 
did not start with the discovery of Pluto. 
On a different—and I am inclined to 
think, on an emotional-basis--an exag- 
gerated accent has been put on the effects 
of Saturn. Perhaps it is due to the fact 
that astrologers, on the whole, are very 
serious-minded people and that Saturn 
is the co-ruler of the very sign “ruling” 
astrology itself, Aquarius. And thus it 
has become a kind of fashion, perhaps not 
to neglect, but at least not to pay so 
very much attention to the influence of 
the greatest of all planets, Jupiter. Now 
I think IT am in an impartial position 
here. My Saturn, on 0° .33 Aquarius, is 
conjunct my Sun,* 3.47 Aquarius, and 
IT have the Moon conjunct Uranus in 
Jupiter’s sign, Sagittarius. It seems to

me that in principle xo planet should be 
underrated or overrated. Every planet 
has its own field of action. And the time 
has come for us to consider the vast 
importance Jupiter had in the charts of 
the leading figures of the last war. 

Many of these men had more than 
once participated in events of the utmost 
magnitude. And yet—there was always 
one event that was of primary impor- 
tance, unique, never to be repeated, never 
again equalled. And at the time of that 
event the transiting Jupiter was in con- 
junction, sextile, square, trine or op- 
position to the position of the Sun at 
the time of their birth, exact to the 
degree. 

The names of .the men I now evoke 
have become houshold words—all, except 
perhaps one, whose splendid action fell 
right at the beginning of the war and 
has, perhaps, lost some of its impact 
through the greater and, for the final 
outcome of the war, more important 
events that followed. But at that time 
his fame suddenly soared high. Captain 
Henry Harwood was in command of the 
British cruiser “Essex” and the light 
cruisers “Achilles” and “Ajax.” On Dee- 
ember 13, 1939, he defeated with these 
three light units the heavily armed Ger- 
man pocket battleship “Admiral Graf 
Spee.” The German ship escaped, gravely 
wounded, into the port of Montevideo 
and subsequently was scuttled just out- 
side the harbor, where Harwood was 
waiting for the renewal of the fight. 
Captain Harwood became Admiral Sir 
Henry Harwood. But, although he has 
weathered many a battle since, “The 
Victory of the River Plata” was the out- 
standing event in his entire career. He 
was born on January 19, 1888, with his 
Sun position 29 degrees in Capricorn; 
the position of Jupiter on December 13, 
1939 was 29 déBrees Pisces, in exact 
sextile to his Sun. 

In one of the preceding articles I men- 
tioned how I forecalculated the battle 
of Matapan. The victor of that battle, 
Admiral Sir Andrew Cunningham, has 
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won many another fight before and after 
that time. He became perhaps the most 
outstanding figure of the Royal Navy 
in the entire war. But Matapan was the 
undoubted highlight of his career almost 
as much as the battle of the River Plata 
was the highlight in the career of Captain 
Henry Harwood. It was a brilliant vic- 
tory and it made naval history. He 
actually became Lord Cunningham of 
Matapan. He was born on January 7, 
1883, with his Sun in 17 Capricorn. 
The position of Jupiter during the battle 
of Cape Matapan, 27th to 29th of March 
1941, was 17 Taurus. Jupiter was in 
exact trine to his Sun. 

Again in a preceding article I men- 
ioned Montgomery’s decisive victory of 
Fl Alamein. The battle started in the 
night from the 23rd to the 24th of 
October 1942, and the actual decision 
fell a few days later. Neither before 
nor after has Montgomery had a victory 
surpassing this in brilliancy, and he be- 
came Lord Montgomery of Fl Alamein. 
He was born on November 17, 1887. 
Position of his Sun was 25 Scorpio. 
The position of Jupiter during the battle 
of El Alamein was 25 Cancer. Jupiter 
was in exact trine to his Sun. 

It will be interesting to note that both 
Montgomery and his old enemy, now 
also a fieldmarshal, Erwin Rommel, had 
Jupiter square Sun a few weeks after 
D-day. At that time Montgomery came 
under much criticism for making too 
little progress before Caen in Normandy. 
He certainly made good as soon as that 
aspect was out of orb and was at his 
most brilliant again when it came to 
the last desperate offensive of Rundstedt 
at the end of the year. When Montgom- 
ery took over the Western sector of the 
entire front shortly afterwards, Jupiter 
was in 25 Virgo, in exact sextile to his 
Sun. Rommel’s weaker chart suffered 
more heavily. Not only was he beaten— 
and beaten decisively—in the battle re- 
sulting from D-day, when Jupiter was 
23 Leo and therefore in square to Rom- 
mel’s Sun on 23 degrees Scorpio—but 
he was wounded and later “liquidated” 
by the grateful Fuehrer. He did not 
live to see his next Jupiter-Sextile. 

Fieldmarshal Sir Harold Alexander’s 
great day came when he conquered Rome, 
with about the most chequered army of 
the entire war. I believe he had con- 
tingents of about a dozen different na- 


tions under his command. In a campaign 
which will be studied by military men of 
all ages and has come to be regarded as 
an exemplary “how to do it” way, he 
manoeuvred first Fieldmarshal Kessel- 
ring and then his successor, General von 
Vietinghoff-Scheel (whom, incidentally, 
I knew very well) out of one position 
after the other, including the strongly 
fortified Gustav-line, and finally took 
Rome five days before D-Day, on June 
1, 1944. He was born on December 10, 
1891. Actually be broke the last German 
line, the Hitler-line (from the choice of 
the name you can see how important it 
was for the Germans to hold it) in the 
end days of May '44. His Sun position 
is 18 plus Sagittarius. Jupiter in the last 
days of May ’44 was on 18 plus Leo, 
in exact trine to his Sun. 

General Dwight Eisenhower had proved 
his mettle in many a battle. But the day 
of days in his life was without a shadow 
of doubt D-day, on June 6, 1944, when 
he launched the most gigantic attack the 
world has ever seen, an attack of millions 
against millions. He was born on Octo- 
ber 14, 1890, with his Sun in 21 Libra. 
The position of Jupiter on D-day was 
21 degrees in Leo, in exact sextile to 
his Sun. 

But D-day had supreme significance 
also for another man, whose kingdom, 
that day, went over to a decisive attack 
after five years of war. King George 
VI was born on December 14, 1895 
(at 3.5 a.m., with Ascendant 27 degrees 
17 minutes in Libra); his Sun’s posi- 
tion at birth was therefore 21 degrees 
54 minutes in Sagittarius, Jupiter on 
D-day was 21 degrees in Leo, in exact 
trine to the Sun. 


General McArthur 


Surely the greatest day in the life of 
General Douglas McArthuf was when he 
could enter Japan at the head of an 
American army. It must have been like 
the fulfilment of his boldest dream, He 
was born on January 26, 1880. His Sun 
is 6 Aquarius. Jupiter’s position in Sep- 
tember 1945, when he entered Japan, 
was 6 Libra, in trine to his Sun. 

What about Hitler’s greatest day. 
Surely the day when he launched and 
won his big offensive against France. 
He had hated France all his life. The 
defeat of his deadliest enemy, as he saw 
it, the end of the “infamous” treaty of 
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Versailles—that was what he had hoped 
and worked for ever since the end of 
World War I. And now he did it. No 
wonder he danced when the battle was 
won. He was born on April 20, 1889, 
at 6.22 p.m. in Braunau. His Sun-posi- 
tion, 0 degrees 47 minutes Taurus. The 
position of Jupiter at the time of the vic- 
torious offensive against France, on May 
17, 1940, was 0 degrees 47 minutes 
Taurus, in exact conjunction with his 
Sun. 

There was another man to whom that 
fateful day meant much; as it turned 
out it meant the very end of his military 
career, so far one of the most brilliant 
in the world. When Marshal Foch died, 
one of his last words had been, “If France 
is in danger, call for Weygand.” Marshal 
Weygand, the great soldier, Foch’s Chief 
of Staff in World War I, the victor of 
the Battle of the Vistula, in which the 
Russians were driven out of Poland, was 
called to take over command of the 
French army when Gamelin had _relin- 
quished his post. For a while it seemed 
as if he might be able to re-establish 
something like a fixed front. But not 
for long and the French crumbled and 
asked for an armistice. The man who 
tried in vain to stem the tide, the man 
under whose command the French 
armies gave up in World War II, was 
born on January 21, 1867. The position 
of his Sun therefore was 1 degree 
Aquarius. The position of Jupiter, when 
he took over command, on May 17, 1940, 
was 1 degree Taurus, in exact square 
to his Sun. 

The outstanding negative moment in 
the life of Italy’s dictator Benito Musso- 


a An 


lini was the day in which he declared 
war on Great Britain. On that date he 
sealed his own fate. I nad warned 
against just that in my book, Secret Serv- 
ice of the Sky, in so many words, back 
in 1938. He declared war on June 10, 
1940. Of course, from the military and 
political point of view it seemed the 
most favorable moment he could possi- 
bly have chosen, France had fallen, Eng- 
land was without an army. But the Sun 
at his birth—on July 29, 1883, was 6 
Leo. And on June 10, 1940, Jupiter was 
six degrees in Taurus, in exact square 
to his Sun. 

In April 1945 the world lost a great 
friend — President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt died. His place was filled by 
Vice President Truman. On the new 
President's birthday— May 8th—the Sun 
was in 18 degrees in Taurus. On April 12, 
1945, when perhaps the most important 
political job in the world fell on his 
shoulders, Jupiter was 18 degrees Virgo, 
in exact trine to his Sun. 

Therefore I believe that Jupiter has 
been considerably underrated of late and 
that it is time to give that planet a little 
more consideration. Incidentally, our op- 
ponents of astrology are always accusing 
us of not providing statistics. Well, here 
are some! The outstanding events of the 
lives of twelve outstanding men of 
World War II took place when Jupiter 
was in exact aspect of 0, 60, 90 or 120 
degrees to their Sun-position. Calculate 
mathematically what the chances of prob- 
ability are for such a thing, and you 
will force the opposition to admit that 
here the realm of coincidence ends and 
the realm of cosmic law begins.

We do not know of any textbook on 
the subject of making an astrological 
ephemeris from a nautical almanac. The 
subject is one that involves spherical 
astronomy; and each computer studies 
how to do his particular problems. Works 
such as Chauvenet’s Manual of Spherical 
and Practical Astronomy contain a num- 
ber of the precepts needed. The com- 
puter has to have a command of spherical 
trigonometry and the most advanced 
methods of interpolation, among other 
things.

Re the AMERICAN ASTROL- 
OGY EMPHEMERIS, the pub- 
lishers of this excellent ephemeris 
have done well in marketing it some 
months earlier than in previous 
years, and if they continue in. this 
way it will not be long before their 
future ephemerides will appear sev- 
eral years in advance, and a long- 
felt want of many astrologers will 
be satisfied. 

The 1950 issue maintains the 
standards of its predecessors, giving 
the daily positions of all the planets 
in degrees, minutes and seconds of 
longitude, and in addition to the cus- 
tomary declinations and latitudes, 
the planetary places are also tabu- 
lated in right ascension, an extreme- 
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ly valuable aid to every student in- 
terested in house position and pri- 
maries. Assistance in the timing of 
the latter may be obtained from the 
daily equation of time, while to sim- 
plify matters for the non-mathemati- 
cal, both daily and hourly motions 
in longitude are given, and of course 
the usual table of Diurnal Propor- 
tional Logarithms (extended to cover 
the full 24 hours). 

Those who follow National As- 
trology will not only find the longi- 
tudes of the lunations most help- 
ful, but will be able to experiment 
with planetary ingresses, the times 
of which are stated, as well as those 
of the lunations—indeed, further 
experimentation in mundane figures 
could be carried out from the times 
given for Luna’s crossing the equa- 
tor and the ecliptic. At the latter the 
Moon is in her node, and students 
wishing to investigate the possibility 
(or otherwise) of nodical effects are 
advised to work to the times given 
and ignore the column containing the 
mean positions of the ascending 
node, which are sometimes nearly 
two degrees out. 

The table of conjunctions and oc- 
culations is also likely to be wel- 
comed by the mundane practitioner, 
for, besides the times concerned, the 
positions in longitude ,and the dis- 
tances apart in latitude are given 
This table is supplementary to the 
daily Aspectarian, and when used in 
Britain, care should be’ taken to add 
5 hours to the times tabulated to ob 
tain the corresponding G.M.T., for 
the ephemeris is computed for 75 
W. Long (and the daily planetary 
places for O* E.S.T., i.e, 5 am 
G.M.T.). 

The heliocentric positions of the 
planets are presumably included to 
meet a demand, although their as- 
trological value is open to question, 
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and the room taken up might be 
better devoted to the tabulation of 
stellar places. This, however, is but 
a matter of opinion, and it is pretty 
certain that every astrological crafts- 
man who takes pride in his work 
will want io possess so fine a tool 
as this ephemeris.

I have followed your page in 
the AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 
MAGAZINE for the last four 
months and want to say it is both 
interesting and quite accurate m its 
predictions.

Following long and massive upward 
trends in markets, such as occurred in 
the war and early post-war zones of 
World War I and World War II, from 
1926 to 1929 and from 1934 to 1937, 
excessive declines occur. These initial 
declines usually are overdone, run to ex- 
tremes and then require “corrections or 
a retracement to erase the excesses. Thus 
the periods of 1921-22, 1930 and 1938, 
with their sharp and broad upward 
trends, were technical corrections of the 
preceding panic extremes where the 
major downward trends, launched at pre- 
ceding peaks, continued in force. On the 
major trends they were simply rallies in 
a bear market, a correction of preceding 
excesses, 

My research reflects that markets are 
the total opinions of myriads of people 
on their investments. They act with con- 
fidence or in fear in a cyclically pre- 
dominating movement which is apparent 
in the intermediate and primary move- 
ments of markets. The timing of these 
waves is reflected by astrological factors. 
However, orthodox natal astrology and 
its rules of aspects, progressions and 
birth charts cannot be transferred to 
market analysis with more than spasmodic 
success. The premises are sound but the 
mechanics are faulty. Perhaps it is be- 
cause the factors of heredity and en- 
vironment, which are unconsciously used 
in natal astrological interpretation, are 


the statistics and economics of markets 
which require their own specialized and 
long study.

Naturally some significant correspond- 
ence was received as a result of our pub- 
lication in the August issue of certain 
facts anent the Rosicrucian Fellowship. 
This correspondence has not been so 
great in volume but was varied and en- 
lightening, and has one curious charac- 
teristic, It not only fell into two distinct 
categories, according to sympathies of 
the writer, but the writers themselves 
seem to be subject to a parallel classifica- 
tion as to temperament. In either case 
there was apparently nothing lukewarm 
about the feelings of the writer. Which- 
ever faction he (or she) championed, the 
denunciation of the opposition was usually 
bitter, forthright and decisive, but with 
this difference. Those favoring one side 
of the controversy reveal a courage of 
conviction that is quite convincing. Such 
information as was given was freely given 
with no strings attached. Further use 
of the information was left to our dis- 
cretion, This was consistently in marked 
contrast to the attitude of advocates of 
the opposing side; in their case permis- 
sion to publish was invariably withheld. 
Actually none of these good people have 
anything to fear. We are not running 
any gossip columns and if it is legal ac- 
tion they fear, we don’t like it either. 

One is moved to ponder on this strange 
contradiction in temperament, the curious 
paradoxical emotional state that can move 
a person to write in such a vein, yet at 
the same time be so fearful that his or 
her real attitude toward the persons in- 
volved should be publicly known, This 
bespeaks an emotional conflict and lack 
of faith or self confidence— a feeling of 
insecurity one would nbdt expect to find in 
a genuine and sincere student of Max 
Heindel’s philosophy, Anyway, if they 
have so little confidence in my discretion, 
why bother to write in the first place? 
They claim to know whereof they speak, 
and take pains to convince me that they 
have knowledge of facts—dark deeds— 
deep, mysterious and devious intrigues 
involving “certain individuals”—broadly 
hinting at identities but naming no names. 
This is, of course, in line with the now 
popular but, in our opinion, altogether 
deplorable trend in modern journalism 
toward character assassination by in- 
nuendo, 

To all those who undertake to advise 
me that I don’t know what I’m talkine 











about, and who so courageously inform 
me that there are so many things “in 
Heaven and Earth,” etc., etc., I would 
say this: I do know this much—right 
there in that pernicious practice of. gos- 
siping is the very weakness that more than 
anything else is destroying the Rosicru- 
cian Fellowship. Don’t misunderstand me. 
By gossip I do not mean justified and 
direct criticism—criticism can be force- 
ful, even violent, yet constructive, altho 
indiscriminate criticism is also unwise. 
We must beware of a too heavy hand, 
especially under emotional stress. Con- 
structive criticism is never really unkind, 
which brings to mind an apt quotation 
from an article that not so long ago ap- 
peared in Esquire: “I think we have no 
right to humble a man in his own eyes. 
Even God himself has not assumed that 
prerogative.” If we must criticise, let 
it be as much as possible in the form of a 
suggestion for a more constructive course 
of action, granting that it may be neces- 
sary. to dwell on the obvious errors of 
the present to some extent. However, 
such criticism is to the point and is di- 
rected to the individual concerned, But gos- 
sip is something else again. This (latter ) 
is the confidential back-stairs dissemina- 
tion of unsupported facts or opinions— 
unsupported either because there is no 
substantiating evidence available or for 
the reason that the purveyor of the tale 
lacks the courage to back it up. Propa- 
ganda is a deadly weapon and in un- 
scrupulous hands is vicious beyond be- 
lief. Let us have an end to this “off the 
record” business among members of the 
Rosicrucian Fellowship. What you have 
to say—Say it!—and stand back of it— 
or don’t say it! 

I can well understand the attitude of 
many, both pro and con, toward those 
now in charge at Mt. Ecclesia. Those 
who can see no good in another person 
must be very shortsighted indeed. No 
doubt, the trustees and their adherents 
are fine, well meaning people and, it is 
quite possible, individually, more sinned 
against than sinning. It is true that good 
intentions do not mitigate the unfortun- 
ate restult of one’s mistakes, but good 
motives mot certainly do hold out hope 
for the future. This also applies to the 
late Mrs. Heindel, who, according to 
my information, was indeed far from 
perfect, and by that I do not have refer- 
ence merely to her activities since the 
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death of Mr. Heindel, but again it may 
be admonished: “He that is without sin 
among you, let him first ~ast a stone at 
her.” 

There are those who deplore our 
forthright approach to this problem and 
beg us in the name of humanity (?) 
to please let the whole thing drop. Let 
us remind these good people that we were 
lured into the line of fire here through 
no fault of our own—as a matter of 
fact, in the course of attempting to do a 
good deed. We only insisted on intel- 
lectual integrity on the part of those 
whom we assisted. Having thus found 
myself in the area of flying epithets, 
I certainly did not intend to remain 
merely an innocent bystander, and es- 
pecially since my own intellectual honesty 
had been impugned. In any case and in 
view of the present involved state of 
affairs within the Fellowship, we fail to 
see wherein further secrecy can be in 
the best interests of anyone. The forces 
of evil thrive in darkness. 

In our philosophy, “There is no re- 
ligion higher than Truth,” and it is our 
contention and firm belief that Truth 
requires no apology and no disguise, 
hence our determination to disinter the 
facts — all the facts — pertaining to the 
Rosicrucian Fellowship, with emphasis 
upon the genesis of the organization. We 
do not intend to interest ourselves great- 
ly in the activities of recent vears. These 
are well known and require no comment. 
We can safely leave that to the legal 
profession, 

We are convinced that reorganization 
of the Fellowship is not the answer to 
this problem. Such would be tanta- 
mount to an attempt to heal a case of 
dry rot by grafting or lopping off 
diseased branches. We do not believe that 
pruning will help this tree. This sick- 
ness is obviously of the roots—possibly 
congenital, but more probably the result 
of an early infection. In any case we 
are primarily interested in source ma- 
terial. It is our purpose to present these 
facts without comment or interpretation 
for the enlightenment of all whom they 
may concern. Briefly, we are of the 
opinion that the time for facts rather 
than fairy tales is long past due. 

Those who have held Max Heindel in 
honor and esteem and who have known 
the real Max Heindel in spirit; these 





kindred and understanding souls will not 
be disillusioned. To others who fear that 
such an exposé may destroy the Fellow- 
ship, we cannot do better than quote the 
words of the Master of Masters, “Ye 
shall know the truth and the truth shall 
make you free.”

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A New Light on Astrology 


MORE REFINEMENTS OF ANALYSIS 


Have you ever wondered why you 
have the particular horoscope which 1s 
yours? Why does Saturn sit so darkly 
in that particular house when you first 
drew breath? Why did Mars throw his 
burning rays at the Moon? Why are you 
plagued with that afflicted retrograde 
Uranus in your house of friendship?

The fact that we live in a world where- 
in law and order reign supreme would 
seem to rule out the first named acciden- 
talness Everywhere in the world of mat- 
ter there is definite cause and effect. It 
is unthinkable that in a world governed 
so meticulously by law that so divine 
a thing as human life should be outside 
the pale of that law. 

Our main present-day proofs of As- 
trology are empirical. We correlate cer- 
tain astrological recurrences with the hap- 
penings which accompany or coincide 
with those positions. But wouldn’t it be 
still more convincing if we could get 
some kind of independent proof of the 
reality of these astrological radiations? 
Suppose two travelers, going by differ- 
ent routes, arrive at the same destina- 
tion, then assuredly there will be little 
doubt about the reality of that destina- 
tion.

It was decided that I 
arrange with about a score of my medical 
confreres to send in their difficult and 
problem cases, especially those suffering 
from any of the great chronic diseases, 
so that we might endeavor to discern the 
genesis of these conditions. It was pre- 
sumed that since every effect has an ante- 
cedent cause, where there was no obvi- 
ous cause in the present life, that per- 
haps the causative factor could be un- 
covered in a previous .ife on earth as 
revealed by scientific clairvoyance, 

I might add that I had already talked 
with one of the foremost endocrinologists 
in this country, an author of interna- 
tional repute, who had tested Mr. Hodg- 
son’s power of seer-ship, whose insight 
and clairvoyance diagnostic ability the 
former declared to be “most remarkable 
and extremely veridical.” 

Before recounting the results of some 
of these researches, and the unconscious 
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and unexpected astrological corrobora- 
tions they afforded us, perhaps I should 
record a personal experience with Mr. 
Hodson’s faculty which, more than any 
other, proved the reality of astrological 
radiation. 

Mr. Hodson was unique in that, unlike 
various occultists, or would-be occultists, 
he did not descry Astrology. In the pre- 
liminary discussions he calmly said that 
he knew Astrology was a fact in nature 
because he was able to actually see the 
astrological influences as they “flowed in” 
to the individual. One afternoon he had 
been studying the past lives and karmic 
experiences of a number of advanced 
students when, no further cases being 
available, Mr. Hodson suggested that I 
be the next subject, Lying relaxed upon 
the bed in his room, after a few moments 
of deep interior concentration, he said 
“for the past 24 hours you have been 
under the transitory influence of Venus; 
it will probably last for another 24 hours. 
There is over your causal body (the in- 
visible superphysical vehicles of the high- 
er mind) a purple shield which, in some 
way, shuts out much of the solar influ- 
ence (here he interpolated details of an 
antecedent life in Egypt wherein this 
condition had its genesis), but the effect 
of this current position of Venus is to 
make a hole in this shield and thus allow 
more of the solar influence to come 
through.” 

At this point I would remark that Mr. 
Hodson knew absolutely nothing of the 
data of my birth, had never seen my 
horoscope, nor had we discussed it in the 
slightest degree. Nor could his remark- 
able achievement be due either to mind- 
reading or telepathy because J did not 
myself know what transits were operating 
that day. I did not even have an ephe- 
meris with me. Imagine my amazement 
when I got home and studied my chart 
to find that I did have Venus transiting 
my Saturn in the 9th house (higher 
mind) which is conjoined my Sun. Could 
anything have been more remarkable? 
Here was indeed a man who could actu- 
ally see planetary influence at work. His 
claim was no idle one. He demonstrated 
it so casually and apparently quite un- 
aware of the magnitude of his insight. 
That was indeed proving the reality of 
planetary radiation. 

A few evenings later we had another 
remarkable proof of astrology by inde- 
pendent clairvoyance. A member of the 





Theosophical Society had become rather 
ill after the lecture and Mr, Hodson, 
though very tired, was prevailed upon to 
“look” at the patient and endeavor to 
discern what was wrong. In less than a 
minute he made a very remarkable state- 
ment. “Why,” he said, “almost the whole 
of this woman’s vital force is concen- 
trated in the cerebellum” (back brain). 
Now that was a unique observation and 
so I sought the lady’s birth data, On look- 
ing it up I was amazed to find no less 
than six planets situated in Taurus at the 
moment of her birth. Any experienced 
student of Astrology, knowing that Taur- 
us rules the cerebellum, could not fail to 
be deeply impresed by this independent 
discernment by means of scientific clair- 
voyance. 

In the light of such experiences and 
extraordinary corroborations of Astrolo- 
gy, it was not surprising that there soon 
appeared more marked evidence of the 
parallelism between inner conditions in- 
dependently discerned by clairvoyance, 
and the astrological signs of such con- 
ditions. 

Day by day, for about a month, the 
patients sent in by my medical friends 
were clairvoyantly studied by Mr. Hod- 
son. He knew nothing whatsoever about 
them until they sat in a chair before him. 
The full results of this investigation will 
be published later but meantime I might 
comment on the incidental astrological 
revelations, for in eack case I noted the 
patient’s physical history, recorded what 
Mr. Hodson’s vision revealed and took 
the opportunity of obtaining the indi- 
vidual’s birth data and later studying it. 

As further illustrative of the remark- 
ableness of clairvoyant research and its 
extraordinary corroboration of horoscopic 
influence [ might mention one of the first 
cases dealt with. It was that of a remark- 
able old lady suffering from cancer of the 
breast. Before starting on this research 
I had mentioned to Mr. Hodson that I 
believed, as the result of astrological ob- 
servation, that there was one type of 
cancer which was due to the ruthless and 
autocratic abuse of power in previous 
lives on earth. Saturn angular in a fixed 
sign in bad aspect to the Sun or Moon 
obviously could only have been built by 
an extreme domination, Hence my deduc- 
tion. Mr. Hodson had, in one of his 
books, referred to what is known in oc- 
cultism as the sexo-magical abuse as a 
cause of cancer. Much of the present 
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day burden of cancer is related to the 
horrible abuse of sex which took place 
in Atlantis, that mysterious land which 
now lies beneath the Atlantic ocean, the 
sinking of which constituted “The Flood.” 

Now our very first case, that of this 
old lady suffering from cancer of the 
breast, turned out to be a corroboration 
of this “abuse-of-power” type which I 
had deduced. Mr. Hodson’s clairvoyance 
revealed the old lady in a previous life 
on earth as the male chief of a semi- 
savage tribe which “he” dominated with 
ruthless cruelty and was therefore in- 
tensely hated. The concentrated essence 
of these hate thoughts had precipitated 
into a horrible elemental on the inner 
planes and this force invisibly dominated 
the cell life of the breast and so had in- 
duced cancer. 

Thus, the misuse of the mother princi- 
ple of protectiveness in that previous life 
had resulted in the focusing of the hate 
thoughts of those oppressed savages into 
the breast (mother principle) of this 
woman in this life. At over 70 years of 
age she well betokened those qualities, 
She had a pronounced military bearing, 
was brusque, aggressive and demanding. 
The dominance of Saturn paralleled the 
prominence of that cruel, cold, selfish in- 
considerateness and was independently 
corroborated in this remarkable way for 
Mr. Hodson knew nothing of the astro- 
logical portents either before or even 
after the investigations. 

Another case not only corroborated this 
parallelism between independent clairvoy- 
ance and Astrology but also demonstrated 
a law at work in all similar cases. There 
was brought to us the wife of a promi- 
nent doctor. She had a most peculiar 
mental state in that she had a most ter- 
tible sense of loneliness which nothing 
would negate. She always felt “very re- 
mote from the world.” Even in the pres- 
ence of intimate friends she still felt this 
terrible sense of isolation and desolation. 
The clairvoyance was remarkable, as was 
the astrological signature. Mr. Hodson 
found that this woman, in a previous life, 
had lived as a prostitute in one of the 
medieval Courts of France. Of the many 
men with whom she had consorted four 
of them proclaimed a real love for her 
and desired to marry her. Evidently she 
preferred her life of luxury, freedom and 
self-indulgence for she coldly rejected the 
sincere love of each of these suitors, In 
the present life she met and successively 





married three of these individuals (in 
their modern incarnations) and they in 
turn successively divorced her. She now 
finds herself, a relatively young woman, 
very beautiful, most unhappy and lonely, 
married to an old and feeble husband, 

It is evident that the “transgression” 
as Mr. Hodson terms it, the violation of 
spiritual law, the “sin” as the world 
would term it, was here the refusal of 
sincere love, and a preference for a life 
of ease, pleasure, and self interest. Among 
other significant positions this woman has 
a badly placed Saturn in Leo. It is there- 
fore quite evident that when an individual 
deliberately rejects and refuses “the call 
of the heart” there is a cutting off of that 
spiritual power which flows through that 
invisible “heart center” or “spiritual 
chakra” as it is called in the East—hence 
the feeling of absence of that warming 
life which is essentially of the soul. But 
the more remarkable thing is that you will 
find that same sense of isolation in all 
who have this badly placed Saturn in 
Leo. How subtly yet irresistibly these 
mighty inner forces work and how re- 
markably are they signalled by the stars! 

Another amazing parallelism between 
clairvoyantly discerned conditions and the 
astrological signs thereof appeared in the 
study of those patients afflicted with dia- 
betes. Research of “the memory of na- 
ture” in these cases usually revealed a 
similar fundamental life pattern in a 
revious existence. The soul in question 
had, in that previous life, met with some 
fair degree of success and then, lacking 
judgment or discrimination, had made 
mistakes and in the ensuing failure, had 
become embittered and in that bitterness 
usually made life in those around very 
miserable. Thus, this “bitterness” of the 
soul in a peculiar way results in a “bit- 
terness” of the body in a subsequent life, 
the body lacking in “sweetness” becomes 
diabetic. In diabetes of the pancreatic 
type, as every competent astrologer 
knows, there is usually an afflicted Sa- 
turn in the sign Virgo. It is also well 
known that Virgo is the symbol of ana- 
lytical ability, of discrimination, and so 
it is not difficult to perceive that the in- 
dividual failing to develop his discrimina- 
tion, through the relationship which exists 
between phases’ of consciousness and 
various organs of the body, will be re- 
born with a poor pancreas, signalled by 
the Saturn Virgo affliction. Mr. Hodson 
pointed out this relationship between 
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phases of consciousness and organs of 
the body over twenty years ago, thus, I 
believe, anticipating what today is de- 
veloping as psycho-somatic medicine. 

A further very remarkable law ap- 
peared in the course of these astro-clair- 
voyant researches. It demonstrated the 
great significance of HOUSE positions 
of planets. The principle might be ex- 
pressed thus: in the affairs of whatever 
house a transgression or violation of spir- 
itual law occurred, in that particular house 
in the next life horoscope, would an af- 
fliction occur. Thus suppose a love epi- 
sode leads to a quarrel and to a murder, 
then the murderer would find the lethal 
aspects operating from the fifth (love) 
house in the next life, bringing the retri- 
bution. So far as I was able to discern, 
the sowing and the reaping always occur 
in the affairs of the same house. 

A very typical case was that of a lady 
who, in a previous life, had lived a some- 
what worldly life. In so doing she had 
neglected her only child which through 
the immediate negligence of a servant 
suffered a fatal accident. The mother then 
became so remorseful and conscience- 
stricken that she renounced the world, 
entered a nunnery, and spent the remain- 
ing days of her life in abject prayer, self- 
condemnation and severe self-neglect. Mr. 
Hodson described her self-punishment— 
she intermittently went without food, 
subjected herself to the severest penances, 
lying, for example, all night on the cold 
stone floor of her cell so that in due time 
she died of emaciation and malnutrition. 

Note that this is largely religious ex- 
cess and unwise asceticism and so a 9th 
house transgression, and so we are not 
surprised to find in the present life horo- 
scope four planets in the 9th house, 
among them Saturn conjunct Neptune 
which is very typical. It has produced a 
markedly troublesome condition in the 
respiratory tract (9th house again) known 
as actinomycoses and at the same age in 
which she started her extreme practices 
in the previous life, in this life she went 
into a very serious decline and came very 
near dying. A further peculiar fact is 
that the lady, in this life, has a hole in 
the mental body (which Mr. Hodson said 
was most unusual). This was evidently 
due to the great effort made in that earlier 
life to blot out all memory of the error, 
pushing aside the tenuous matter of the 
mental body and thus leaving a vacuum. 


Another. example of the recurrence of 
HOUSE position as cause and effect oc- 
curred in the case of a man who, in a 
previous life, had been a doctor in Ger- 
many in the middle ages. In that prior 
life he had been much concerned with the 
diseases of childbirth, so intently that he 
had connived in the stealing of bodies 
from the graves so that dissection could 
be carried on. In the present life this 
man has a strongly tenanted 8th HOUSE 
and has derived considerable benefit from 
activities in this field. (Note that though 
children after they are born come under 
the dominion of the 5th house, the pro- 
cesses of childbirth relates to the “ex- 
pulsiveness”’ of the 8th house.) We there- 
fore see again how astrology and scien- 
tific clairvoyance were mutually corrobor- 
ative, and also with the facts of the case. 

All of this goes to prove that there is 
an incredible design and purpose beneath 
the activities of nature and that in deal- 
ing with Astrology we are dealing with 
one of nature’s most dominant principles. 

The particular value of these revela- 
tions lies in the fact that they arose in an 
entirely incidental and quite unpremedi- 
tated way. Our research was not con- 
cerned with Astrology at all. The astro- 
logical implications were a_ by-product 
but none the less important because of 
that very spontaneity. 

These findings point very definitely to 
the fact that a horoscope is not an ac- 
cidental affair—that rather it is a faithful 
reflex of our own past activities in previ- 
ous lives on earth. It would seem as 
though nature holds up a mirror (the 
horoscope) and says “This is how you 
behaved.” We might well say that the 
horoscope does not show the future but 
is essentially a record of the PAST. But 
knowing what the past is, it becomes a 
matter of simple logic to deduce what 
that past is going to lead to, the future. 

This remarkable correlation between 
past life activities, the present life horo- 
scope, and chronic disease tendencies, re- 
veals, strikingly that chronic disease is 
neither a biological misdirection, a pure 
accident, of due to some infection. It is 
evident that chronic disease is the result 
of transgression of spiritual law in previ- 
ous lives on earth and is a lesson to the 
soul (not necessarily registered in the 
brain). Hence it is that chronic disease 
will never be mastered until doctors be- 
come also spiritual _ scientists — under- 
standers of the soul. 
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Visitors from Other Planets? 


Some time ago, the city of Quito, 
Ecuador was in panic at the radio an- 
nouncement that Martians have arrived 
on earth and were advancing towards the 
city. People ran out into the streets in 
fear and bewilderment; and excitement 
rose to the extreme pitch. When they 
found that it was just a radio perform- 
ance of H. G. Wells’ novel, War of the 
Worlds, the angry mob attacked the 
radio broadcasting station, which was de- 
stroyed. But are visitors from other 
planets actually here on earth? 

Not long ago, the newspapers were 
full of reports about “flying discs.” 
These are now believed to have been 
spherical space ships from other planets. 
In the Aviation News Beacon of Febru- 
ary 5, 1948, we read: 

“Flying discs again. But don’t think 
that the folks who claim to have seen 
them are balmy. I learn from an un- 
questionable source, that a government 
agency which has been secretly studying 
the phenomena, will announce that there 
ARE such things—that they have SEEN 
them — and —hold your breath — that 
THEY BELIEVE THEM TO BE 
FROM ANOTHER PLANET. 

On February 18, 1948, a meteor ex- 
ploded over Norton, Kansas, but whether 
it was a meteor or not was not quite 
certain. Dr. Oliver C. Collins, professor 
of astronomy at the University of Ne- 
braska at Lincoln said “it might very 
well have been a meteor.” But he wasn’t 
quite sure. He was unwilling to be too 
definite about it. But according to news- 
paper and radio reports, it seems not to 
have been a meteor after all. What then 
was it? 

According to two B-29 air pilots who 
had observed the supposed “meteor,” in 
a radio news report, it was really “a 
long, cylindrical, skiny metal projectile 
with a shiny nose, with a terrific burst 
of flame at the rear end. The projectile 
was ten miles long, and was traveling 
at an incredible speed, as much as 1,800 


miles per hour.”

In other words, it was not a meteor, 
but a jet-propelled space ship which has 
arrived here from another planet. 

While the report of the B-29 pilots 
has not been accepted as authentic, as 
their names were not mentioned, here 
are some authoritative reports. In the 
Associated Press report, it is stated that 
it is questionable whether it really was 
a meteor, since the officials of the 
Chamberlain observatory at the Uni- 
versity of Denver could offer no ex- 
planation, since A. W. Recht, director, 
said there was “no meteoric shower and 
no other known phenomena in the sky 
to explain it.” . 

According to the story of the editor 
of the Weekly Norton County News, 
who observed the so-called meteor, he 
heard “a terrific roar for about ten sec- 
onds, like a blast furnace getting ready 
to blow its top. Everybody noticed it. 
Some said it sounded like a jet plane 
going past. Others said it was like the 
rumble of thunder. That roar was the 
most terrifying part of the whole thing. 

“We sat for a second, scared stiff. 
Then everybody in town seemed to be 
running out of doors, shouting and yell- 
ing, asking each other what had hap- 
pened. 

“Way up in the sky to the west there 
was a long streak of blue-gray smoke. 
The sky was clear blue and the smoke 
was plain. It started in the north, over 
Nebraska, and extended south. It curled 
into jelly rolls, then went straight again, 
and then jelly-curled once more. /t 
looked like the vapor trail of a plane out 
of control. The smoke was mostly hori- 
zontal and on an angle from us of about 
°35 degrees from the earth’s surface. 

“The smoke hung in the air till night- 
fall. About two hours after the explosion 
the army B-29 bombers showed up. 
They circled around until sunset and 
then flew away.” 

The Kansas City Times of Feb. 19, 
1948 describes the “meteor” as traveling 
eastward at a great altitude; it was seen 
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by army fliers. They described it as a 
great fiery ball, trailing smoke several 
miles. Again at Goodland, Kansas, the 
object was seen, still as a vast, fiery ball, 
trailing smoke and hurtling eastward. 

According to various reports, the ob- 
ject went at a speed of 600 miles, 
estimated by the time that elapsed dur- 
ing its passage between two different 
points where it was Observed, in its pas- 
sage through Kansas, Nebraska, Okla- 
homa, New Mexico and Texas. Now 
such a speed is too slow for a meteor, 
but reasonable for a rocket or space ship. 
That it was a jet-propelled space ship is 
indicated by the continuous roar it made 
as it went by, which was heard for ten 
seconds; and the appearance of a streak 
of smoke, punctuated by a “jelly roll” of 
smoke, a continuation of the streak, and 
then another “jelly roll” of smoke. This 
is strangely like the intermittent rocket 
blasts of an accelerating rocket-type air- 
craft. 

Another conclusive evidence that it 
was not a meteor but a space ship is its 
change of direction. If it was a meteor, 
it would travel in a single direction. But 
this strange body was seen to change its 
course, traveling first east and then 
south, and seemingly in other directions 
as well. Also it seemed to be traveling 
horizontally over the earth, rather than 
falling straight down, as a meteor would. 

Also, when it finally exploded, it 
seemed to be going up, as observed by a 
pilot who saw it at 12,000 feet altitude. 
The explosion started on the ground, 
after which it was observed to rise up 
and repeat itself at a considerable alti- 
tude, at the top of a column of smoke. 
Supporting the observation that the ob- 
ject went up after it hit the ground was 
the fact that never a single fragment of 
the exploded object was found, in spite 
of its admitted large size, although it 
exploded over a heavily populated area. 
The particles from the explosion seem 
to have gone straight up? Possibly it 
didn't explode, but just made a noise 
and flew up again. . 

Not only was this apparent or as- 
sumed transplanetary jet-propelled space 
ship seen in the states mentioned, but as 
far as Oregon and Washington, a mili- 
tary aircraft in the Seattle office saw a 
brilliant light when about 11,000 feet 
over Walla Walla. According to the 
Boise, Idaho Statesman, “the pilot said 


the terrific light seemed to come from 
the ground rather than be flying toward 
the earth. He said the flash lasted about 
six seconds.” It was seen approximately 
250 miles in diameter in Idaho, Wash- 
ington and Oregon. The Boise Aero- 
nautical Administration said that the 
pilot, flying from Spokane to Utah, re- 
ported a terrific flash under his plane 
while he was flying at 17,000 feet over 
Walla Walla, Washington. He told the 
CCA “it looked like someone was shoot- 
ing at me, and it didn’t come from the 
sky, but frum the ground.” According 
to later reports, the pilot of flight num- 
ber 361 of the Military Air Transport 
plane, flying 13.000 feet over Walla 
Walla (not 17,000 feet or 11.000 feet) 
saw a terrific blue-green ball of fire 
come up across the nose of the ship so 
close that he thought it was going to 
crash into him, and continued on straight 
up until it vanished. The duration of the 
bright light was 4 to 6 seconds. The ball 
of fire came from the ground. Twenty 
minutes later, midway between LaGrande 
and Baker, Idaho, he observed another 
ball of blue fire, this one traveling hori- 
zontally, The pilot, who has flown on 
many dangerous missions before, admit- 
ted that he had never seen anything like 
this ball of fire before, and that it had 
frightened him greatly. He said it was 
definitely not a meteor. 

At approximately the same time as 
the first observation, two other planes 
were in the air near Burley, Idaho, and 
their pilots said they saw a “brilliant” 
blue-green light traveling horizontally 
with a trailing “emerald” tail, about 3 
or 4 miles long. Certainly this could not 
have been a meteor, as meteors fall 
straight down, and don’t rise up again 
from the earth and travel horizontally. 
Only aircraft or space ships can do that. 


More Astounding Reports 

Still more astounding reports about 
this strange object have been received. 
The National Guard headquarters in 
Kentucky announced the unfortunate 
death of Captain T. F. Mantell, Jr., a 
Kentucky Air National Guard pilot, who 
lost his life chasing this strange craft. 
He was flying without oxygen equip- 
ment, when he sighted a gleaming object 
in the southwest. sky, and went after it. 
It was easily visible at Fort Knox. 
Officers at the post radioed to. three 
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planes’ flying overhead to see if they 
could catch the object which they thought 
might be one of the flying discs seen the 
year before. When Dr. Walter Lee 
Moore, astronomer of University of 
Louisville, focused his telescope upon it, 
it was headed straight toward the planet 
Venus. Dr. Moore said Venus was near 
the sun at that time and that “very ex- 
ceptional atmospheric conditions” could 
have made it visible to the naked eye 
during the day, “If they chased Venus 
in airplanes,” he said, “they certainly 
had a long way to go.” Dr. Moore’s at- 
tention was directed to the strange ob- 
ject by Col. Guy F. Hix, commander at 
Godman field, who said he watched it 
for about 2 hours from the airport’s 
observatory tower. He said, “It was to 
the south, very white, and looked like an 
umbrella.” 

Col. Hix said he then radioed three 
planes, which had come from Louisville 
and were circling overhead, to go after 
the object. About 20 minutes later, they 
radioed back that they were 20,000 feet 
high, and the flying disc was still above 
them, apparently going upward. The 
pilot said it was too high and going too 
fast for them to catch. The colonel added 
the pilots thought it was going west at 
about 180 miles per hour. But the colonel 
said that from his observation tower, it 
appeared as if it was motionless. Col. 
Hix said that he and Lt. Col. Garrison 
Wood carefully watched the object 
through 8-power binoculars. “I thought 
it was a celestial body,” he said, “but I 
can’t account for the fact that it didn’t 
move. I just don’t know what it was.” 

At about the same time, Sgt. J. T. 
Worful, State Highway patrolman at 
Elizabethtown, reported that the strange 
object looked like an ice-cream cone with 
a little fire at the bottom. Officers at the 
Clinton County Army Air Base near 
Wilmington, Ohio also reported seeing 
“a flaming red cone trailing a gaseous 
green mist,” which they reported to have 
“disappeared over the horizon.” The sky 
phenomena hung suspended in the air 
at intervals and then gained and lost alti- 
tude..at what. appeared to be terrific 
bursts of speed. The intense brightness 
of the sky phenomena pierced through a 
heavy layer of clouds passing intermit- 
tently over the area and obscuring other 
celestial phenomena. 





At about the same time, on Feb. 13, 
1946, a newspaper report from Lisbon 
said that a British European Airways 
plane that arrived there was hit while in 
flight by a ball of fire, or flaming sphere, 
which hurtled toward them in the midst 
of a storm. They said it bounced off the 
plane’s nose, then cut a hole in the rud- 
der, shaking the ship violently. Since it 
was traveling in a horizontal direction, 
and “bounced” off the plane’s nose, it 
was evidently deflected in its flight, and 
could not have been a meteor. 

Examining this evidence we must con- 
clude that visitors from other planets 
have come to earth in jet-propelled space 
ships; and that after visiting the earth, 
they rose up again and returned home. 
According to the astronomer Moore's 
observation, they headed straight toward 
Venus on their return trip, so the vari- 
ous “flying discs” seen some time ago 
were evidently spherical space ships 
from the planet Venus, which came on a 
visit to the earth, and actually landed 
on the earth. 


An Appendage 


After submitting this article for pub- 
lication, the writer went to California, 
arriving there shortly after this article 
was written, at the end of April, 1949. 
On coming to California, he found that 
a regular invasion from some other 
planet was on its way, with daily radio 
reports by national news commentators 
concerning the appearance over Cali- 
fornia cities of mysterious shiny, metal- 
lic Space Ships, which were seen over 
San Diego, Glendale and other cities. 

Sam Hayes, a news commentator, 
speaking on a national network from 
San Diego, has been giving daily reports 
of transplanetary Space Ships, formerly 
called “flying disks ;” and his mail was 
swamped with reports of persons who 
have witnessed them over California. In 
one case, there was a report of the ex- 
perience of an aeruplane full of pas- 
sengers, from which a strange object 
was seen at a distance. It came nearer 


.and nearer, growing larger and larger, 


until a gigantic, shiny, metallic strange 
aircraft was visible. It was advancing 


straight toward the aeroplane, and the 
passengers were paralyzed with horror. 
Finally it whizzed past the aeroplane at 
an incredible speed, nearly colliding with 
it. 
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Another still more startling report was 
given on the radio by Sam Hayes a few 
days later. This was concerned with a 
transplanetary invasion of Space Ships, 
which arrived in a box formation; and 
over 200 of these vehicles, in regular 
formation, were visible in the sky over 
San Diego. This was the first time that 
a regular formation of such a large num- 
ber of Space Ships was visible. 

This same news commentator gave 
another interesting report. It concerned 
the experience of a man at Glendale who 
was taking a sun bath. Looking up to 
the sky during his sun bath, he noticed 
a strange metallic aircraft, glistening 
in the sunlight, and entirely different 
from anything he had ever seen. It 
seemed about 5000 feet high, and _ it 
seemed as long as it was high above the 
ground. He believed it was a mile long. 
It took 20 minutes to pass by. 

On Saturday, May 7, 1949, the Los 
Angeles Times published an article en- 
titled, “Aircraft Worker Says He Saw 
a Flying Disc.” The article read as fol- 
lows: 

“A flying disk that ‘looked just like a 
big shiny dime,’ was seen shortly before 
8 a.m. yesterday by Everett Berger, an 
aircraft instrument worker, from his 
home at 1315 23rd St., Manhattan Beach. 

“Tf it were only me, I might be ready 
to admit that my eyes were playing 
tricks,’ Berger said. ‘But two of my 
neighbors saw it; in fact, they had been 
watching it before I noticed it.’” Berger 
emphasized that he knows an orthodox 
airplane when he sees one and the object 
he saw yesterday in no way resembled 
a plane. 

“Berger estimated the disc was about 
four miles east of his place and at an 
altitude of 6000 to 8000 feet when he 
first saw it. He said it appeared to be 
about 40 feet in diameter. 

“Something blinded me as I was 
closing my garage door,’ Berger report- 
ed. ‘And then I realized it was a silvery 
disk in the sky. It hung shimmering in 
midair and then moved eastward, gain- 
ing altitude as it went. It didn’t revolve, 
just seemed to slide along.’ ” 

Examining all this evidence we must 
conclude that so-called “flying disks” are 
in reality transplanetary Space Ships 
which have come to earth.

(135°) to Pluto. The quincunx to Sat- 
urn is most interesting, as in the solar 
chart it falls from the Ist to the 8th 
house, and the quincunx is an 8th or 6th 
house aspect; one of adjustment, self- 
improvement, self-refinement and regen- 
eration. It often occurs in the progressed 
aspects at the time of death—literal or 
symbolical death. Finding it in the natal 
chart we would expect this person to have 
to make constant adjustments and be 
able to rise again and again, like the 
Phoenix rising from its own ashes. Had 
Mrs. Berger not used this aspect con- 
structively, adapting herself and cooper- 
ating with others in any circumstances 
in which she found herself, she would 
undoubtedly have become ill and per- 
ished. 

The susqui-quadrate to Pluto is more 
difficult to analyze. The sesqui-quadrate 
aspect often denotes disappointment in 
getting people or the public to accept 
some contribution that one wishes to 
make, or more accurately, in the way one 
wishes to make it. The vision or real 
purpose is lost because this aspect means 
that it must be given or presented as the 
people for whom it is meant want it, 
the way they want it. If that is done, 
there may be outer success, but the ideal 
is lost, and so there may be a feeling 
of disappointment, frustration, even bit- 
terness or resentment. In this case, the 
Bergers are trying to sell antiques, beau- 
tiful, rare things whose value they know 
and appreciate, but because the public is 
no longer interested in antiques, the 
world as they knew it—ts gone. Mrs. 
Berger seems to be aware of this and 
would like to go into another business 
which would be more acceptable to the 
public—indicating the healthy and con- 
structive living of the blue print she was 
given (or brought with her) at the mo- 
ment of her birth on which to build her 
life, 
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Astrology In Relation To 
Pastoral Psychology 


Part II 


Astrological Types 


We cannot change all this. Job was 
asked, “Canst thou bring forth Mazza- 
roth?” This word means the twelve signs 
of the zodiac. All through the Bible the 
astrological symbolism of the universe 
tells us the story of man’s correlation 
with it. Every “twelve” in it refers to 
these twelve signs. They are the cosmic, 
unalterable division of mankind into its 
twelve basic types. This cannot be altered 
and rearranged, any more than man can 
decide to have two Suns or two noses, or 
three Moons or three legs. There were 
twelve tribes of Israel, and they bore the 
same symbols on their banners as you 
see on an astrological chart today. 

Jesus had twelve disciples. Osiris had 
twelve before him. In Japanese mytholo- 
gy the creator had twelve cushions on 
which to sit. The temple had twelve gates, 
signifying mankind’s twelve ways of en- 
tering life. The Hebrew horoscopes were 
made in this square form. 

Astrology was not a lost knowledge 
then. Ezekiel knew what he was talking 
about when he lay by the river Chebar 
and said he saw the four-faced creatures 
which turned not when they went but 
went straight forward. One presumes his 
contemporaries understood him too, since 
he did not have to explain himself. From 
time immemorial those four animal sym- 
bols, the bull, the eagle, the lion and the 
man, have stood for the four fixed signs 
—the four varieties of the unchangeable 
principles of fixity, without which our 
world could not hold together. As Ezekiel 
put it, “They turned not, but went every 
one straight forward.” We know them 
still as four different types of people, 
sharing a nature which will be strong, 
steadfast, dependable, punctual, reliable. 
But let it be in difficult relationship to 
other principles, and its fixity will become 
inert, or stubborn, or tiresomely immo- 
bile. 

The sevens all through the Bible are 
the seven then known planets, the seven 
attributes of the one, the integral make- 
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up of a man. If we find these well har- 
monized in a chart, we know that the 
man we have portrayed is an integrated 
personality. If they are badly harmon- 
ized, we know he needs help, and can 
only achieve integration and wholeness by 
means of a struggle, and we look to his 
“Star in the East,” the sign rising on the 
eastern horizon of the map, his gateway 
of the twelve, to know what strength or 
weakness he has in his effort. We look to 
the significators of his will-power to see 
whether he will use that strength or suc- 
cumb to that weakness. ; 

Every “seven” in the Bible relates to 
this category of the principles. We are 
told that God made man in his image. 
In other words, these principles ensoul 
both. The seven spirits before the throne 
of God symbolize them, the seven branches 
of the candlestick show them again, the 
seven archangels represent them. The 
seven days of the week, the seven primary 
metals, the colors and the notes of music, 
all have their correlation with them. 


In the light of modern knowledge it is 
interesting to find that what were thought 
to be facts by those who gained them in- 
tuitively, are gradually being proved ex- 
perimentally. 

It seems that it may be true to say that 
physical facts are those for which the 
physicists have already found a way of 
experimental proof, while psychic or oc- 
cult facts are only different in that such 
proof has not yet been found, owing to 
the limitation of our physical senses. 

A series of experiments was carried 
out in Germany* to show that planetary 
movements actually do correspond with 
changes in the movements of those metals 
traditionally known to correlate with 
them. The experiments were made by in- 
serting a filter paper in a solution of the 
salt of the metal in question and watch- 
ing the distinctive patterns rising on it. 
They were carried out over a period of 


%& The Working of the Stars in Earthly Substances, 
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years and at all times of day and night. 
Their main purpose was to prove the 
statement of Rudolph Steiner that, in 
their solid form, metals are under the 
influence of earthly laws, while in liquid 
condition their connection with super- 
terrestrial forces could be revealed. It 
was found that there was a complete al- 
teration in these known patterns at the 
times of the conjunctions and oppositions 
of the various planets and at the eclipses. 

To the astrologer this is a proof of the 
correlation handed down to him from the 
past, and a hint at a possible way of in- 
fluence on all that is in solution in the 
human body. 


The Life-Pattern 


Those unfamiliar with the usage of 
astrology often ask how any computation 
of possible future developments can be 
made from the birth moment. One of the 
earliest accounts of this being done can 
be read in the fourth chapter of Ezekiel, 
where we are told how he was led to 
understand by astrology that the period 
of the years of the iniquity of Israel 
would be 390, since that was the number 
of the days ahead. This is explained by 
the phrase then used, “For I have ap- 
pointed thee each day for a year;” and 
on that remark is based the whole of the 
astrological pattern of life. In some way 
it is a working out in mankind of the 
combination of the daily revolution of the 
earth and its yearly circling of the sun. 

Man responds to those rhythms as the 
tides of the great oceans respond to the 
Moon. These never-changing circles are 
related to those wheels of destiny of 
which Ezekiel spoke, the inseparable part 
of the life of the creatures wherever they 
went, because, as he tells us, the spirit of 
the creature was in the wheels. 

If we want to assess the under-working 
in a person’s nature at any given year, 
we calculate a chart for the correlative 
day. If for example, we are calculating 
for his 30th year, then we take the 30th 
day after his birth. If, like Ezekiel, we 
are doing what we now call mundane

astrology—that is, a consideration of the 
affairs of the world or a country—and 
we wish to find out when a certain type 
of change would occur, and if we find it, 
as he did, in 390 days, we should expect 
it to happen in 390 years. 

It was known many centuries ago that 
a person’s character, illnesses, and life 
events would correspond. The modern psy- 
chologist tells us now that mental frustra- 
tions felt by a man.may come out as 
physical defects. Let us take the case of 
a man who suffered from a paralysis of 
his right arm. Doctors having failed to 
cure him, he went to a psychologist, who, 
by his own methods of analysis, diag- 
nosed the true cause of his affliction as 
fear. The man’s story was of self-pity 
and self-excuse, saying that he had shown 
signs of being a brilliantly successful vio- 
linist, but, this trouble having come «pon 
him, his career and life were ruined 
and frustrated. To the psycholgist it was 
clear that the man knew in his heart 
that he had no chance of achieving such 
brilliance and could not bear to be a 
failure, hence his fear of this drove him 
unconsciously to a development of the 
physical malady. In this case the astrolo- 
ger would say that if he calculated the 
map, he would expect to find an inhar- 
monious configuration with Saturn, the 
planet of frustration and cold, leaden 
fear. To him this principle, working 
below the man’s awareness, would even- 
tuate psychologically as fear and physi- 
cally as bodily limitation. Hence he would 
place the source of both manifestations 
further back in the man’s hidden life, 
and would proceed to calculate how long 
it would be before that configuration 
moved away from alignment with the 
man’s essential pattern of life. 


He would understand that one must 
allow for nature’s time-lag. He would 
not put it that the experience of the fear 
and that of the physical troubles were 
both caused by Saturn. If he did, it would 
only be as a figure of speech, and under- 
stood as such by other astrologers. He 
would say that both were correlatives of 
the Saturnine cosmic field through which 
the man was passing, a necessary part of 
his experience of life. The psychologists 
have found out these facts by experi- 
ence. The astrologers have known them 
always as facts of the. universe. 
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Thinking and Reasoning 


Tanmon and reasoning are two 
terms that often are confused. Astrologi- 
cally, both processes are related primarily 
to Mercury, for this planet has much to 
do with the mentality, opinions, ideas, 
and the thought process in general. 
Everyone of so-called sound mind under 
ordinary conditions can think, but does 
this imply that everyone can reason, that 
is, reason logically and conclusively ? 

Viewing the matter astrologically this 
would not seem probable, for while the 
position of Mercury in a sign is indica- 
tive of the mental trend and manner of 
thinking, the reasoning process implies a 
tie-up with another planet or planets as 
well as other influences at work. Other- 
wise there would be little foundation for 
the pro and con considerations necessary 
for logical reasoning. 

Dictionary definitions of the words 
“think” and “reason” show many fac- 
tors in common, but reference to “think- 
ing” and “reasoning” considerably clari- 
fies the difference in meaning of the two 
words. “Thinking—that thinks; esp. ra- 
tional. Reasoning—the drawing of infer- 
ences; thinking with a view to a con- 
clusion believed to be valid.” One may 
think about a matter without even at- 
tempting to reason over it. Everyone 
thinks at least to some extent, but not 
everyone consciously reasons. This con- 
clusion is quite a conformity with astro- 
logical theory as applied horoscopically. 

Proceeding along this .ine of investi- 
gation, let us first consider the natural 
outcome of the presence of Mercury in 
the various signs in relation to the man- 
ner of thinking and of the mental trend 
generally. The following are short de- 
scriptions of what might be called The 
12 Mental Types and of -how each type 
normally tends to think. 


MERCURY in ARIES: Quick-wit- 
ted, mentally impulsive, ‘nclined to be 
wordy and to exaggerate. Clever at de- 
vising plans and schemes, but not so 
well adapted for sustained mental ef- 
fort. Very positive about the correct- 
ness and value of the ideas and opinions 
while held, but liable to make sudden 
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shifts and changes of view, often at de- 
cided variance with those previously 
held. In general, fond of activity and on 
the alert for new ideas, with facility of 
expression. ; 


MERCURY in TAURUS: Fixed 
and set in opinions, sometimes stubborn. 
The mind does not readily react to new 
ideas. Not apt to jump at conclusions ; 
likes to hear all the evidence. Mentally 
conservative, cautious, constructive, and 
perservering. More given to drawing 
from experience than from book learn- 
ing. Inclined to turn ideas to practical 
account and not remain a mere theorist 
The mind usually calls for facts and 
figures. Memory normally is good 


MERCURY in GEMINI: Mentally) 
active and versatile but, owing to too 
diverse interests, may be a vit superficial. 
Inclined to generalize and to overlook 
or ignore details. Usually the thought 
process is carried on quite logically and 
impersonally. Often is ‘ntellectually 
gifted, with a deft touch that may show 
not only mentally but physically as well. 
Fond of change and novelty. It has quite 
aptly been remarked that people with 
Mercury in Gemini may sometimes be 
silly, but never are stupid. 


MERCURY in CANCER: Gives the 
type of mind that is easily swayed by 
the emotions. Mentally sensitive, impres 
sionable and changeable, often reflecting 
the thoughts of others. But though 
changeable, is tenacious of ideas while 
held. Intuitive, and inclined to be in- 
quisitive:) Memory for unrelated facts 
usually is good, though possibly not so 
strong where sequence is concerned. In 
general, mentally interested in the ideas 
of others, domestic affairs, and matters 
relating to the past. 


MERCURY in LEO: Mind and 
heart united. Mental intensity, coupled 
with breadth of vision. Positive, deter- 
mined, and aspiring. Proud, hot-tem- 
pered, and domineering at times, though 
really sensitive and sympathetic beneath 
the surface. When pointed in a suitable 
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direction, Mercury here usually is pro- 
ductive of worthwhile accomplishment. 
In general, the mind tends to concern 
itself with schemes for intellectual or 
social advancement, entertainment, de- 
signing, or business organization on a 
large scale. 


MERCURY in VIRGO: The mental 
trend 1s critical, analytical and practical. 
Inclined to think coolly and imperson- 
ally and to judge impartially. Usually 
works quietly and methodically on the 
mental plane, with little lost motion. 
Ideas are sorted and card indexed, ready 
to be used as needed. There is consider- 
able versatility, ability to learn, and an 
inclination to turn knowledge to material 
account. The inherent intellectual cool- 
ness, and sometimes narrowness, may 
not always be an entirely unmixed bless- 


ing. 


MERCURY IN LIBRA: Basicially, 
this position of Mercury gives the intui- 
tive type of mind, but also the ability to 
weigh and balance the ideas presented. 
However, when the intuition gives one 
verdict and reason another, there is apt 
to be-hesitation or vacillation when quick 
decision is called for. In general, gives 
a desire for intellectual attainment and 
an inclination toward some form of art, 
entertainment or music. Usually there is 
a delicate sense of touch, both literally 
and figuratively. 


MERCURY in SCORPIO: Gives in- 
herent vigor of thought—critical, skep- 
tical, secretive, and often suspicious. 
Very set in opinions and ideas; not easy 
to change or convince. Apt to be a bit 
too incisive with tongue and pen, and 
thus at times may heedlessly wound 
those of a more sensitive nature. Men- 
tally inclined toward personal investiga- 
tion, with the object of getting to the 
bottom of things. Practical type of mind, 
however applied—in business, the heal- 
ing professions, chemistry, photography, 
detective work, occultism, etc. 


MERCURY in SAGITTARIUS: In 
this sign Mercury is indicative of a very 
active. independent, and sincere mental- 
ity, but somewhat lacking in continuity. 
It gives a marked tendency, to say im- 
pulsively the first thing that comes into 
the mind, without consideration of the 
consequences. Often gets intuitive flashes 
of truth, but may fail to carry the ideas 


through because of insufficient patience. 
Usually shows an interest in religious, 
philosophical or scientific subjects, and 
is inclined toward both mental and phys- 
ical activity. Is apt to carry on more 
than one interest or line of work. 


MERCURY in CAPRICORN: Gives 
a mentality of the serious, hard-working 
type, with earnestness, caution, and a 
touch of skepticism. The memory for 
facts and figures usually is good, with 
ability to take care of details. Can be 
very tactful and diplomatic in order to 
gain a point. The views may sometimes 
be a bit narrow and perhaps hard, with 
a trace of intellectual snobbery. Has 
plenty of good commonsense, with abil- 
ity to turn the ideas to practical account. 
Normally “correct” in attitude, but given 
to sudden shifts in viewpoint. Politically 
inclined. 


MERCURY in AQUARIUS: Here 
the mental trend is to look at ideas in 
the abstract, with good powers of ob- 
servation and a well developed critical 
faculty. For the sake of argument may 
seemingly assume almost any point of 
view, but is not apt to change opinions 
really without due reflection. Usually 
fond of reading, with a leaning toward 
the occult, metaphysics, or the symbolical 
presentation of truth, as in lodge work 
or ritual. The mind is likely to concern 
itself with science, character study, and 
matters of human interest. May be a 
bit talkative and diffusive—high in aspi- 
rations but low in actual accomplishment. 


MERCURY in PISCES: With Mer- 
cury here, the mentality is of the psychic 
and receptive type, learning by a process 
of absorption rather than by close study. 
The memory ordinarily is retentive, and 
the mental trend reflective, romantic and 
often poetic—using the word in its broad 
sense. The real thoughts are apt to be 
kept more or less under cover and given 
expression only when in congenial com- 
pany. There i8 much duality of mind, 
with contradictory qualities, which may 
result in two or more interests being 
carried on at the same time. Mentally 
symapathetic, kind, hospitable, and anx- 
ious to serve othéts.

Now that we have delineated the vari- 
ous types of mentality, with reference to 
how they normally think and in what 
direction the thoughts are most apt to 
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turn, let us. now consider the linking 
up of thought and reasoning as aftected 
by aspects from other planets to Mer- 
cury. Here there are wide possibilities 
because of the divergent nature of the 
different planets and of the aspects 
themselves. 

Another factor which enters the picture 
and influences the reasoning process is 
the nature of the signs in which the 
planets concerned are posited. A square 
of Mercury to Saturn from Aries to Can- 
cer, for instance, will not act exactly 
in the same way as one from Taurus 
to Leo, for the basic mental attitude and 
interests are so different to start with. 
When, in addition, we consider house 
position, further modification occurs. A 
square from the Ist house to the 4th 
will receive a different coloring from 
one emanating from the 12th house to 
the 3rd. 

The whole matter is so complicated 
that any aspect-influence involving Mer- 
cury, and consequently the reasoning, 
must be presented in the broadest pos- 
sible terms. Observation and investiga- 
tion have proved that the inharmonious 
aspects ordinarily do not interfere with 
logical reasoning, though they may and 
usually do exert an obstructive influence 
touching on the matter or subject con- 
‘erned. Most modern astrologers con- 
rede this, though those of an earlier date 
apparently held quite different views. 

Illustrative of the latter trend in gen- 
eral, | quote from an astrological text- 
book published in the late 19th Century. 
“Mercury in Aries: ill-disposed and 
thievish. Mercury square Saturn 
denotes professed thieves, born to inherit 
the gallows.” Either mankind must have 
progressed considerably in the last 50 
vears or so, or the rabid astrological 
conceptions held at the time of writing 
must have been slightly erroneous. 

But let us get back to our study of 
Mercurial aspects and their influence on 
the reasoning process. In this connection 
it should be kept in mind .hat conflict- 
ing trends usually show up in the same 
chart, so in any particular case it may be 
difficult to trace directly and recognize 
the effect of each aspect in itself. The 
condensed summations presented are 
merely offered as suggestive of the prob- 
able consequence of any tie-up between 
the two planets involved. They should 
not be viewed as specifically definite. 


PLUTO-MERCURY: Here we have 
a combination of the practical and im- 
aginative in the mental concepts. There 
is constructive skill, whether applied 
manually, in the creation of plot and 
scheme as abstract conceptions, or in a 
purely material way. This tie-up cends 
to bring about association with groups 
of people who are drawn together for a 
common purpose. If the aspect be in- 
harmonious the tendency is to make one 
exaggerate the importance and value of 
his ideas and overreach when attempting 
to apply them. 

NEPTUNE-MERCURY: This is a 
blend of the psychic and nental, sug- 
gesting unusual sensitivity to inspira- 
tional flashes, hunches, and the mystical 
side of life generally. Aspects between 
these tvro planets are conducive to see- 
ing and hearing things that are beyond 
the ken of the average mortal. Poetical, 
musical, artistic, or even commercial con- 
ceptions may come from out of the no- 
where Such ideas may or may not be 
of practical value. The inharmonious as- 
pects are apt to make one rather vague 
and visionary, with danger of self-de- 
ception. 

URANUS-MERCURY: This tie-up 
gives the intuitive type of .nind, which 
often follows short cuts in arriving at 
conclusions. Usually observant, critical 
and ingenious, there is a certain mental 
restlessness and constant urge toward 
change and improvement. More or less 
nervous tension is implied, even when 
the aspect is harmonious. When other- 
wise, the trend of thought is apt to make 
one a bit erratic or unconventional. But 
in any case the mental abilities tend to 
be above average, and always with a 
tauch of originality. 

SATURN-MERCURY: In this com- 
bination the handicap of the inharmoni- 
ous aspect is likely to make itself felt. 
For although the same good reasoning 
powers and intellectual capacity may be 
present as when the aspect is favorable, 
delays and obstructions are almost bound 
to be met. Consequently, mental attain- 
ments must depend largely on struggle 
and persistent personal effort. If suffi- 
cient resistance against depression and 
lethargy be developed, the result will 
show up in depth of thought, ability to 
think things through, and a philosophi- 
cal attitude such as is normally present 
under an harmonious aspect. 
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JUPITER-MERCURY: Here we 
have a combination of wisdom and 
knowledge, perception, understanding, 
and breadth of view—a most helpful 
mental equipment if properly used. Sign 
influence is apt to be a pronounced factor 
in the out-working of this configuration. 
The inharmonious aspect are more pas- 
sive than active in their influence, pos- 
sibly interfering with the attainment of 
a collegiate education or causing inabil- 
ity to fully capitalize on the natural tal- 
ents. The so-called good aspects, on the 
other hand, frequently lead to overopti- 
mism, for balance is not necessarily im- 
plied 

MARS - MERCURY: These two 
planets when linked up by aspect tend 
to energize the mind, sharpen the wits, 
and give constructive skill. As may be 
supposed, the inharmonious aspects are 
apt to create friction and lack of control 
of the mental facilities. The tendency is 
to be too argumentative, outspoken and 
sarcastic. Any aspect between these two 
planets shows an inclination to exagger- 
ate and to take extreme views. All in 
all this tie-up is more indicative of mental 
activity than of reasoning powers, though 
it may contribute to the latter. 


VENUS-MERCURY: Not of great 
importance in themselves, aspects be- 
tween Venus and Mercury have some 
bearing on the thought process in rela- 
tion to social and cultural activities. So 
indirectly this may be injected into any 
problem which calls for logical reason- 
ing. Harmonious aspects tend to give a 
cheerful mentality, while those of an in- 
harmonious nature are apt to give rise to 
a sense of dissatisfaction or even disin- 
terest along social or cultural lines. 
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SUN -MERCURY: Here the con- 
junction is the only aspect of importance 
that is possible. The older astrologers 
and even some of the moderns consider 
this an adverse influence, but personally 
I have not found it so. Its general tend- 
ency is to strengthen the mentality, 
though at the same time it is apt to 
make one a bit self-centered—the thoughts 
revolving about the self —thus being 
closed to and obvious of the thoughts 
of others. If the Sun is in one sign and 
Mercury in another, this effect is not 
likely to be so pronounced. But, regard- 
less of sign positions, this conjunction 
tends to add intensity and forcefulness 
to the mental processes. 


MOON-MERCURY: Here we have 
a linking up of emotion and sense re- 
actions with thought, and the combination 
undoubtedly does work better and more 
easily under the benign aspects. When 
the feelings lead in one direction and 
thought in another, as frequently hap- 
pens under inharmonious Moon-Mercury 
aspects, any attempt at logical reasoning 
is indeed difficult and in a sense not im- 
plied by other inter-planetary tie-ups. 
Differentiation between thought and feel- 
ing is not always made by the average 
person. He may say that he thinks thus 
and thus, whereas he is not really 
“thinking” at all but is moved entirely 
by his feeling in the matter, 

It probably is because of this lack of 
distinction between the two that the be- 
lief has been and still is current that the 
Moon has direct influence over the think- 
ing process itself. No one would deny 
that the subject matter and trend of 
thought is influenced by the lunar posi- 
tion and aspects but, in my opinion, the 
Moon bears no functional relationship 
to abstract thought. 

It is not to be assumed that Mercurial 
aspects are entirely conclusive with ref- 
erence to reasoning, for not only the 
Moon but every factor in the horoscope 
influences the process to some extent. 
In fact, man may be said to reason with 
his whole being. Nevertheless, Mercury 
and the aspects it receives undoubtedly 
do form the basis for both the content 
and direction ofabstract thought as ap- 
plied in reasoning. When Mercury is 
entirely unaspected, both thought and rea- 
soning will stem from sign and house 
influence, modified of course by the trend 
of the horoscope as a whole.

Ong OF the quickest ways to render 
the pretensions of astrologers and their 
art ridiculous is the practice of reading 
a given aspect in an oversimplified or 
rather, a particular way, and applying it 
indiscriminately to all persons who have 
that aspect in their natal charts. 

Most of us have read that 1/ oon square 
Mars gives an irascible, a quick, or a 
bad temper. In some cases, that is per- 
fectly true, but the quick temper is 
merely one way the aspect may manifest. 
Little is said of its mental alertness, its 
competitive approach to every kind of 
problem or call to action its tremendous 
outlay of physical energy, etc. Read in 
a more generalized way it may be applied 
to all persons who have this configura- 
tion without giving offense, or inviting 
the derision of those whom your nar- 
rower reading does not happen to fit. Read 
it (as with all aspects) in terms of the 
essential not the tangential meanings of 
the planets involved. The Moon rules 
the emotional set of the being, orie’s 
feeling reactions to experience or to con- 
tact with others; it is the émotional ve- 
hicle of the self’s expression; it is the 
ego. Mars is an initiating energizing 
principle. Hence Moon square Mars— 
for everyone who has it—is a quickening 
of the emotional response; it renders 
the emotions easily excitable (all emo- 
tions, not only anger), impels the being 
(hence the term impulsive properly ap 
plies) to express his emotions in an out- 
going (Mars) way; it sharpens the sense 
of ego, makes the native more wilful, 
more forthright, more positive. As a 
child, perhaps every Moon square Mars 
person had a disposition to wilfulness, 
quick temper, “brattishness,” among other 
quickly aroused emotions. He should 
also have been more alert, quick to learn, 
curious, eager for the touch of life and 
freedom to go his own way. But he may 
also have learned to control his temper, 
so that he does not make a public dis- 
play of his feelings—and the astrologer 
must, make allowances for such refine- 
ments of the original characteristic ac- 
tivity-drives in the natal chart. 

Another important point is that the 
average beginning astrologer, when Le

finds such a particularized cliché is learn- 
ing ready-made aspect readings, and stops 
there. He makes no sharp distinctions be- 
tween the mutable, fixed and cardinal 
square, but lumps them all together. 
Moon square a mutable Mars is quite 
different from the same aspect in 
fixed signs, and each is very different 
from the cardinal aspect. The mutable 
square is by far the most volatile; 
the emotions flare quickly, are easily 
excited, are fed by personal considera- 
tions, by background factors or side 
issues (which have relevancy to him, if 
not to others), by a quick jump of the 
mind to possible trains of consequences ; 
and they are as quickly diverted else- 
where. Such a person will lose his tem- 
per violently enough, but then—as he 
sees the spectacle he makes of himself 
(for he’s usually actor and spectator or 
observer all at once), or on second 

thought (mutables always have second 

thoughts), more accurately grasps the 

facts, or the personal intentions towards 

him which he has too impulsively or mis- 

takenly interpreted—will “laugh it off,” 

or collapse into confusion and uncer- 

tainty as to what his feelings really are 

before those around him have recovered 

from the shock of the original explosion. 

Probably because the mutable is so articu- 

late, his bark is definitely worse than his 
bite. He can’t stay in one emotional at- 
mosphere long enough, or hold the same 
position towards others, to carry out the 
glibly articulated threats, promises or 
reprisals to which his ready tongue and 
imagination give expression. 

In fixed signs, the emotional expres- 
sion is—in anger — more of a “slow 
burn,” deliberate, mulled over inwardly 
long before outward expression is given 
to it; it then breaks out in a truly devas- 
tating upheaval, taking a little of his “in- 
nards” and his spleen with it. There has 
to be a violation of innerly held princi- 
ple or prejudice, transgressions in pat- 
terns of conduct which are held by the 
native with this fixed set to be the laws 
of the Medes and Persians, the “shoulds 
and oughts” by which he lives, and to 
which he expects others to conform—be- 
fore he will let himself go. In this case, 
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too, because of the ‘slow build-up (not 
the personal angle, nor the complica- 
tion of imputed intent, nor the train of 
possible :consequence that occurs so in- 
stantaneously to the mutable), the amount 
of energy emotionally expended is out 
of proportion to the immediate provoca- 
tion. But it is not quickly forgotten, in- 
deed, sometimes never; the native holds 
this frame of mind, this particular emo- 
tional set at a peak of intensity; there’s 
a tendency to sulk, to nurse along the 
grudge, the sense of deep, internal in- 
jury (or where the emotion is more posi- 
tive) to remain in its glow for a very 
long time, 

The mutable upsets everyone around 
him by his volatile changes of mood and 
temper (the cardinal is as changeable, 
but is less articulate, less expository, less 
analytical—in short, less boringly com- 
municative about his emotions). The 
fixed type often scares off his less single- 
minded associates by the intensity and 
duration of his excited feelings; he is 
himself the most affected—often pro- 
foundly marked—by an emotional out- 
break, whereas the mutable affects every- 
one else, and talks them to death doing it. 

The cardinal square between Moon and 
Mars is perhaps the easiest to live with 
(as is any cardinal square in comparison 
with the mutable or fixed variety). The 
energy is directed to a specific, sharply 
focused situation. The cardinal may hit 
whoever happens to get in the way, but 
the energy is directed (or misdirected, as 
so often happens under emotional stress ) 
toward something objective, and of criti- 
cal moment not only to him, but in im- 
personal general reference. People are 
affected only because they happen also to 
be involved in the situation. Their intent 
counts for nothing; they’re there, so they 
become ipso facto a part of the exciting 
event. The tardinal is not interested in 
explanations, excuses, rationalizations (to 
which the mutables are immediately sus- 
ceptible, and which the fixed type will 
also.accept—at long last when he’s man- 
aged to pull himself out of the frame in 
which the emotion was slowly kindled— 
if they happen to match his own mind- 
set, or are rendered in a particular form 
which is acceptable to him). The cardin- 
al’s expression of Moon square Mars is 
more often an ACT, rather thana torrent 
of words (mutable) or an explosion of 
emotional force in its most primitive 
state (fixed). A situation (in which a 


person is only contingently involved, but 
at the same time integral with it) dis- 
pleases him, makes him mad; he can re- 
lieve his feelings by knocking the offend- 
er down (or even felling an innocent by- 
stander); he can break something, or 
tear off in a car at high speed, till he 
calms down. The incident over, it’s for- 
gotten (but the participants are forever 
associated with it), The mind and emo- 
tions are free to meet the next situation 
in its own immediate terms—with no 
hangover from the last mood, and no 
commitment for the next.

The first colonization was by Francis- 
can friars under Juniper Serra. By 1800 
they had 18 missions and a few thousand 
Indian converts. By 1834 when the Mex- 
ican government confiscated the missions 
they had 80,000 Indian converts and had 
worked wonders in cattle and wheat rais- 
ing. 

California was seized by the United 
States in 1846 and ceded thereto at the 
close of the Mexican War. 

Gold was discovered in 1848, and in 
1849 the greatest gold rush in history 
began. This gold helped materially ia 
financing the Civil War.

Tue apotheosis of life is complete re- 
lease from material bondage. It is the 
resurrection and Nirvana. 

We know that the expansive energy 
of the Sun is held captive in earth signs. 
Therefore when Sol emerges from the 
handicap of the earth signs, which invari- 
ably precede the air cusps and roars into 
a rarified substance —air that fans the 
flames—it follows logically that it enters 
the paradise of abstract reason. 

But let not these complimentary super- 
latives blind you air Cuspians to the fact 
that you are still held in the mortal coil 
of this terrestrial incarnation. We have 
endeavored to point out in this series 
that cusps do not represent a commixture 
of the two adjoining signs. They rather 
show an element intensification of the 
ensuing sign. Hence the air cusps indi- 
cate excessive mentalism. But let this be 
a warning to you—remember that com- 
pressed air is colder than ice. 

True, you demonstrate in your be- 
haviorism the principle of divorcement 
of the plane of reason from that of feel- 
ing, but look out that you are not primed 
in your judgment merely by rationality. 
Study your nativity carefully of all plan- 
etary factors that stimulate emotional 
urges, preferably those in the fire ele- 
ment. The water planets, too, are a sav- 
ing grace against becoming a callous spec- 
tator of the drama of life, your own or 
someone else’s tragedies. 

Emotional detachment when evaluating 
ethical or moral issues in any given cir- 
cumstances must not be confused with a 
frigid insensibility that jeopardizes the 
quality of mercy radiating from the 
heart. All air cuspians must constantly 
strive to exercise true affection—all af.- 
fections save those marked by the taint 
of sexual libido. 


LIBRA 
September 23rd to October Is#, 
inclusive 


The Libra cusp being an Ingress point, 
or cardinal air, is in our opinion the 
most elementally powerful of all cusps.

We agree with the medieval initiates that 
air surpasses the other elements in every 
way—as a healing agency in maintaining 
physical well-being, as an aggressive fac- 
tor in the path of destruction. It’s a mat- 
ter of scope. Water in its fury as tidal 
waves singles out certain sectors of the 
shore or ravages oceanic cargo here and 
there on the surface of the sea. Lava 
as regurgitated fury of an erupting vol- 
cano (fire) strikes with its crematory 
holocaust all objects in its narrow path 
way. A seismographic shock (earth ele- 
ment) is merely local. But wind is global. 
The equatorial storms that rage over land 
and sea as well as the typhoons of hu- 
man passion circle this planet and de- 
molish whatever or whomever offers re- 
sistence. 

But it’s usually a matter of equipoise 
between high-pressure and low-pressure 
areas, and this you may take as being 
meant symbolically: the wolves and the 
pure in heart; the haves and the have- 
nots. Sooner or later the principle of 
cardinal air functions as a potent factor 
in the processes of revaluation. This per- 
haps explains the curious fact that the 
Libra cusp is rarely wanting in the horo 
scopes of political or social leaders, either 
in Sun position, on the Ascendant, or 
tenanting important planets. 

You born on this cusp may well pon- 
der over the afore-mentioned character- 
istics of your sun-sign element; only 
when the mechanism of your inner soul- 
hood is disturbed or altogether violated 
by outer interference—call it shocks of 
fate, or clashes between your ego and 
its environment—only then do you seem 
to be able to arouse sufficient interest 
to tackle big issues. Ordinarily you slum- 
ber through the years like a dormant 
elemental in a mural crack and let life 
pass you by. And right here is a par- 
dox reconciled: when the school of 
knocks deals you wallops to the heart 
or the purse it is actually presenting 
you with a blessing in disguise. You are 
not as a rule a self-starter, hence a good 
blow by the hand of fate is apt to get 
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you going in the pursuit of happiness 
and achievement. 

You Libra Cuspians have been accused 
of vacillating. You hesitate to step out 
into the dark unknown, and somehow 
lack the necessary will power or Spartan 
self discipline to face hazards in matters 
of fiscal ventures. Nothing ventured, 
nothing gained does not apply to you, 
they claim, and as far as physical brav- 
ery is concerned, they have you down 
as an unadulterated coward. 

We do not agree with this opinion. It 
may apply to a certain extent to Octo- 
ber-born Librans. But you Cuspians are 
strongly influenced by Saturn, exalted 
it seems to me, more potently on the 
cusp then elsewhere in this sign. 

You Cuspians should check thé statis- 
tics of vocational facts of the Libra-born 
in issues of Current Biography. You 
will find a line of demarcation between 
the cuspians and regular Libra type. The 
artistic or Venus sign Libran is usually 
born in October, but you cuspians, being 
ruled mainly by Saturn, embrace occupa- 
tional endeavors under the signature of 
this planet. This causes you to be cautious 
and deliberate; you are the perfect stra- 
tegist. Hence generals (Hindenburg), 
politicians (Elliot Roosevelt, Ramsay 
MacDonald), spiritual or social leaders 
(Ghandi) and many prominent writers 
(Faith Baldwin, Margaret Widdemer) 
have Sol or an important planet in this 
sector of the sky. On the other hand, 
our stars and starlets of stage and screen 
and the ranking aesthetes in other fields 
of art seem, to be natives of the second 
or third decanate. 

Are you an adjuster? Decidedly not. 
The static properties of October-born 
Librans cause them to balance values, to 
bring harmony out of discord, or, in 
popular parlance, to patch up things. 
But you Cuspians dig for the roots of 
existing evil and try to correct it by 
reconstructing form from the bottom up. 
You are therefore inaugurators of an 
order to come rather than a go-between 
of established factors. The statesmen 
and officials who furiction in organized 
groups do not stem from the Libra cusp 
as a rule. 

The unfailing Venusian sense of beauty 
of Librans also manifests in you. Sym- 
metry is the word, especially when struc- 
turing your thought continuity. The eup- 
hony of your phrases and the loveliness 


of balanced words stamp you as the 
perfect aesthete. You are a fascinating 
conversationalist—that is, in an intimate 
assembly. Oratory is not your long suit 
though, you seem to lack the dramatic 
punch necessary to put your message 
over from the rostrum. 

Yes, you have charm. It is the charm 
of gracious living, of a repose in manner 
and of spiritual calm. There is some- 
thing superior in your aloofness to petty 
problems, your unruffledness when every- 
one else gets flustered. And your logic 
is superb, it is an 18-carat Hellenic men- 
talism. 

Your greatest foible? Lack of emo- 
tional intensity. Perhaps that’s why your 
personal attachments are about:as stable 
as the mood of a sunset, the tinkling of 
an Aeolian harp in a zephyr, or a robin 
on the wing. 


AQUARIUS 
January 20th to 28th, inclusive 


You Aquarius Cuspians are not at all 
what one might expect you ought to be 
from an angle of astrological psychology. 
You are the most diversified and unac- 
countable zodiacal type, in fact, it seems 
as if you are the entire Zodiac thrown 
into one being. It is therefore a rather 
cumbersome task to try and analyze you 
specifically and distinctly. 

We personally have found you to be 
much influenced by planetary support 
from other horoscopic fulcra. This is 
generally the case with natives of air 
cusps, this element being volatile and 
unstable, hence easily moulded by the 
more static elements. Jupiter and Venus 
somehow seem to considerably modify, 
temper or emphasize natal characteris-

Jupiter and Venus, the benefics, 
seem to be most potent agencies in this 
respect, as said before, and you should 
carefully study their significance in re- 
gard to sign and house position. 

Jupiter influences your attitude in fiscal 
matters. Let this planet express through 
your own sun sign and you will have 
a most impersonal appreciation of money. 
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You’d be quite delinquent in presenting 
bills. Money means little to you except 
for what it buys and for the ultimate 
good it can do. But when this benefic 
is posited in an earth sign you may be 
as much of a penny pincher as an un- 
evolved Virgoan or a gold-greedy died- 
in-the-wool Goat. 

Is Venus in your own sign? Splendid, 
that is, if you have decided to embark on 
the career of sainthood. But woe unto the 
gal who has fallen in love with you 
hoping to anchor her life’s security upon 
you as her “one and only.” She may 
have a cruel awakening some day. Venus 
in Capricorn is apt to make you a social 
climber and Venus in Pisces increases the 
vaccilating proclivities in your psyche 
erotica, none too static to begin with. In 
acute cases it is apt to make you a re- 
flector. Sometimes we can detect with 
whom you've been conversing because, 
chameleon-like, you may reel off like a 
phonograph someone else’s .deas and in 
his or her particular style of expression. 

But then one never can tell! This may 
apply to certain cuspians and then again 
not at all to others. It is a matter of de- 
gree of dynamism radiating from your 
etheric double. The stronger your odic 
fluidum the more individualistic you are 
apt to be, regardless of your Uranian 
universalism of opinion, especially in 
issues of current events. Yet, there are 
certain definite traits of character com- 
mon to all, and phases in your destiny 
pattern which may generally manifest in 
all cuspians’ lives, Just to mention one 
word: interest. Once you are imbued with 
a specific interest—call it a hobby, an 
avocation or what not—you begin to radi- 
ate that inner conviction of a new found 
faith—-spiritually, or an issue of humani- 
tarian doctrine; and the enthusiasm of 
this new inner beauty permeates your en- 
tire being. This must not be confused 
with the gushing enthusiastic spouting of 
a theatrical Leonian, or the high-pressure 
sales recommendations of a Geminian; 
no, it is something deep and fine, in- 
grained in your soulhood, that you have 
become cognizant of, for it has always 
been there. Life’s meaning to you be- 
comes that of perpetual demonstration of 
Karmic Retribution — hatred vanishes 
from your heart, carnal passions are 
tamed. The mystery of life has become 
translucent in your inner vision like the 
chalice of the thousand-petaled Lotus of 
cosmic awakening. 





Are you fanatical about something? 
Correct yourself if you are, and strive for 
the usual Aquarian poise in matters of 
opinion about modern progress. Strive 
constantly for the humanitarianism and 


breadth of mind associated with the 
Water-bearers of February births. You 
are quite apt to go off the deep end on 
any of the new-fangled “ologies”—with 
an accent on sociology with decidedly 
pink if not actually a deep red—hue! 

In spite of the fact that many cuspians 
have been epoch-making, to judge from 
the annals of history, you Cuspians—or 
some of you—lead quite humdrum lives. 
This is a matter of destiny! Vocationally 
you are sometimes assigned to jobs un- 
worthy of your ability. But there is not 
anywhere an occupational opportunity 
where your fine talents and capabilities 
can be made use of to its fullest flower- 
ing.

As a rule you make amiable and 
congenial partners, and your company as 
a lifemate is usually pleasurable. You are 
fair. You are willing to overlook some of 
the lesser imperfections that may cloud 
the wedded bliss. You are not particu- 
larly domestic in its narrow sense of 
being home-ridden, nor are you the 
strict, disciplinarian parent. 

You have outstanding drawbacks? You 
are moody at times, sometimes indolent, 
quite irritable and impatient when your 
nerves are under pressure and often 
morally too casual for your own good. 


GEMINI 
May 22nd to 29th, inclusive 


The more we delve into the hermetic 
teachings of the Divine Science of the 
stars the more are we like the Worship- 
ful Brother who stands in awe before the 
wonders of the heavens. Why the fabu- 
lous Gemini cusp should scintillate with 
sublime genius is one of the mysteries 
of Isis Veiled. Just to mention a quartet 
of immortals; our own Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, Richard Wagner, Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle, and the beloved Dante 
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Alighieri are proof that man was created 
in the image of God. 

You cusp Geminians are as different 
as day from night from the regular Ge- 
mini type born in June. You have none 
of the cliché foibles of the literary or ar- 
tistic poseur who saunters along the 
boulevard of other people’s thoughts and 
ideas; none of the middle-man, merchan- 
diser and commercializer who flourishes 
with cocksure bravado in our present day 
national distribution systems. You of this 
cusp have little in common with the 
Olympian pilferer, Mercury, whose clever 
pick-pocket stunts are nearly always with- 
in the law. 

You Twin Cuspians are graced with 
two welcome assets: creative imagination 
and the subtle feel for the psychological 
moment when Mr. and Mrs. John Q. 
Public are ready for a novel and perhaps 
unique idea. The influence from planetary 
support coming from adjoining signs may 
account for this. At least, it was the case 
in the nativity of Dante, the poet: Mer- 
cury and Mars were in Cancer for cre- 
ative energy; Jupiter and Uranus in 
Taurus bestowed practical acumen, per- 
severance and a splendid understanding 
of the problems of his day. 

Now look at your own charts, you 
Gemini Cuspians. Where does your great- 
est strength emanate from? What are 
your best vocational possibilities? A care- 
ful analysis of your nativity will give 
you a clue of where to sink 100% en- 
deavor in winning the brass ring on the 
merry-go-round of life. Somehow destiny 
always plays a remarkable part in your 
careers, tho sometimes ultimate glory 
comes only after heart-rending obstacles. 
But believe in your star, have faith, and 
you cannot fail. 

One of your most beautiful virtues is 
loyalty. We have found many Mercurial 
types, if unevolved, who are actual in- 
grates. They seem to take everything for 
granted. But not you! You have a good 
opinion of yourself to be sure, of your 
importance in this scheme of things. This, 
however, is justifiable defense mechan- 
ism in this ever increasing tough strug- 
gle for existence —the survival-of-the- 
fittest principle in manifestation, we be- 
lieve.

Then too, the comic relief in tense mo- 
ments, which is an unfailing asset of 
Mercurial types, also shines like the pro- 
verbial silver edging of the storm clouds 
when you let loose your devastating sense 
of humor. 

Watch your transits. The galactic 
background of your cusp extends between 
the fixed stars of fate, Aleyone and Alde- 
baran, with Prima Hyadum thrown in 
for good measure—all karmic adjusters 
whose influences have been known to 
wring havoc with human destiny (June 


issue, 1948). For in the light of occult 


thoughts these atomic power stations are 
astral fuses of high-frequency voltage. 
Nothing else can explain the catapaulting 
tragedies that beset the lives of some of 
you Twin Cuspians nor the surprising 
strokes of good fortune that cross your 
pathway, often between the ages of 35 
and 60. When important transits occur 
near natal planets in your stellar map, 
Karma is apt to manifest in a drastic and 
unpredictable manner.

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General Indications 


In a world sense October may bring 
into focus matters that have been hazy, 
confused, desperately trying, causes of 
dissention, division, errors and hostility, 
especially in the implacable cold war of 
economics, finance, aid, loans, bases, and 
expansion of power. Not that those prob- 
lems will be settled, but the month ties 
in strongly with past and future events 
of great historical importance. On the 
surface the month could be filled with 
gales, storms’ (human or terrestrial), 
floods, arguments, strife, delay, nerves, 
at least until the New Moon of the 21st, 
after which some peace and quiet may be 
restored and progress resumed. 

The influences that are underscored 
during the first three weeks*are a lunar 
eclipse on the 6th, a solar eclipse on the 
21st; a conjunction of Mars to Pluto 
within 24 hours of the Full Moon of the 
6th, a conjunction of Sun to Neptune 
in Libra on the 8th, parallels of Venus 
to Pluto and Uranus between the 12th 
and 16th. Then, as a fantastic contribu- 
tion to the explosive possibilities, Mer- 
cury is in Libra all month, starting (at 
the end of Sept.) with a conjunction to 
Neptune, moving retrograde to a square 
of Uranus on the 9th; turning direct 
on the 13th, squaring Uranus again on 
the 16th, but really stationary on the 
square from the 7th to 19th, during 
which time the uproar could be deafen- 
ing. However, on the 25th Mercury con- 
juncts Neptune (for the third time in 
this series) together with the South 
Node; this should at least allay nervous 
tension, although it may allow predatory 
— or nations to get away with mur- 
der 


Neptune reaches the midpoint (15° 


Libra) this month, and with the ‘Sun-

Mercury also in Libra, saturates that 
cardinal-air sign either with intense 
idealism and the practical application of 
great vision and art, or the illusions 
and delusions, the crimes and treacheries 
of misguided egos. The potential influ- 
ences could extend spiritual devotion and 
service to profound Causes, or else lead 
to despotic tyranny over people and con- 
ditions in mundane affairs. As Libra is 
the field of action, a universal feeling 
(Neptune) of partnership may grow into 
a larger movement of oneness, On the 
reverse may show in enmity, conflict, 
separation, while the emotional force of 
both Libra and Neptune may open laby- 
rinths of unexplored participation in 
global relations. Whether any of these 
reactions are of true and lasting worth 
or spring fungus-wise from deceptive 
and insidious sources and become the 
antitheses of what they seem, will depend 
on the motives, principles and integrity 
of people, leaders, nations. In any case, 
the utmost significance may be attached 
to any step taken this month to strength- 
en and use the powers of collaboration 
and unity in international relations. 


United States 


The conjunction of Mars to Pluto is 
exact at 11:43 p.m, (EST) on Oct. Sth. 
In a chart for that event set for Wash- 
ington the conjunction falls in the 2nd 
house of fluid assets, earnings, posses- 
sions, which places an enormous accent 
on finances and economic conditions in 
this country as affected by international 
crises. Beyond the fact that Pluto is now 
the planet most universal in its scope and 
effect on world situations and associa- 
tions, through this degree of Leo it re- 
leases powerful impetus in practical pur- 
poses and work. Whatever has been built 
up, used, abused or neglected in the cold 
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war or in agreement between nations (for 
instance, the North Atlantic Pact) can 
now be given a tremendous momentum 
by the generating force of Mars as an 
operating lever. Of the three outer plan- 
ets, Pluto, as well as Neptune, is cold 
and silent, whereas Uranus is the planet 
of noise, hubbub, fanfares and eruptions. 
The influence of Pluto is like an iceberg, 
almost totally (sometimes entirely) sub- 
merged. It denotes concealed activities, 
subterranean exploitation or explosions, 
submarines, missing persons. The enor- 
mous growth of psychiatry in all its 
forms of releasing the unconscious, neur- 
ology, chemistry (the atomic elements), 
the combinations of hidden resources in 
science, is coincident with the observa- 
tion and study of the drive and tenacity 
of Pluto in its invisible functions. Of 
course, the aggressive war-lord, Mars, 
conjuncts Pluto at least once every two 
years (the last time the Berlin air-lift 
was a feature), but at each joining the 
fanatic efforts of coercion reach a more 
potent degree in order to attain a goal. 
In other ways this conjunction may in- 
spire new uses for scientific research, new 
fields of application for still more mar- 
velous energies in the next two years, 
and new records for all sports. 

The Full Moon of Oct. 6th may be the 
crucial highlight of the month, with in- 
ternational problems under desperate 
strain from the end of September, altho 
the two weeks following might be filled 
with hue and cry. The elements operative 
at the Full Moon are: Mars conjunct 
Pluto, Sun conjunct Neptune and Mer- 
cury, an eclipsed Moon opposed to Sun- 
Neptune-Mercury, with Mercury retro- 
grade to stationary, square Uranus. The 
retrograde Mercury alone is enough to 
set progress, decisions, agreements, ac- 
tion, by the heels, prostrate judgment and 
give psychiatrists the opportunity of 
years in discovering why people do what 
they do. 


In this Full Moon chart Gemini rises, 
with Uranus in the Ist house (conjunct 
Jupiter in the U. S. chart) so the people 
of this country may feel acutely the dis- 
rupting square of the ruler, Mercury, 
which does not turn direct until Oct. 12th, 
while the square remains in force until 
the New Moon of the 21st which is a 
solar eclipse. These influences are fur- 
thermore directly hooked up with con- 





ditions of next spring, when there is a 
lunar: eclipse on Apr. 2nd which affects 
these same degrees. The eclipsed Moon 
of the 6th falls in the 11th house, op- 
posite Mercury, Sun, Neptune, all of 
which square Jupiter in the 8th, again 
stressing the fight over monetary condi- 
tions, loans, debts, incomes, prices, any- 
thing related to finances and economies 
in or between this and other countries. 
But Pluto and Mars are in the 3rd house, 
sextile the Libra stellium and trine the 
Moon, so there is hope by a commanding 
performance in Congress of overriding 
inertia, fear, errors, with an eventual 
victory, as these aspects are calculated to 
bring out action of aggressive and far- 
reaching implications. The general indi- 
cation of a lunar eclipse in the 2nd decan 
of Aries is pestilence and famine; ap- 
parently this may apply to various parts 
of the earth where disease and food 
shortages could be relatively high. In this 
chart Venus in Scorpio is: in the 6th 
house, which should shortly, through 
parallels, begin to be helpful to labor con- 
ditions, employment, food, incomes and 
associations, health and nerves. Saturn in 
Virgo is in the house of beginnings and 
endings, the 4th, forecasting a definite 
termination to certain extravagant hopes 
relating to government and business and 
the factors that compose the economic 
world; any new starts would be on a far 
more realistic basis for future advance. 
Financial questions may cause tremend- 
ous legal or congressional controversy as 
well as violent public arguments or deeds 
with international complications; but as 
Jupiter is now in direct motion such mat- 
ters may be on the way to future settle- 
ment although the religious, racial or 
nationalistic quarrels may be furious this 
month; but in the end the influence of 
the Church should be extended. Social 
life could be unusually complicated, im- 
mersed in furors, divided cliques, hostile 
camps. Romance or marriage may an- 
tagonize families or friends. The weather 
may be cold, windy, stormy. Neverthe- 
less, a profound move toward alleviating 
conditions may be in progress; which 
countries included in the Rio Pact as well 
as the North Atlantic may be instrumen- 
tal in future benefits, growth, develop- 
ment, solidarity. In the long-range pat- 
tern the implications suggest establish- 
ment of a very realistic setting concern- 
ing the oncoming square between Nep- 
tune and Uranus from 1952-55, 
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New Moon 

The New Moon of the 21st is a solar 
eclipse, which falls in the 7th house, and 
thus agreements over tremendous differ- 
ences are now possible. This is an un- 
usual chart (Wash. D.C.) in that Aries 
is rising and the four angular houses are 
not only occupied by the correlated signs 
but are emphasized by the placement of 
planets. For instance, Uranus is in Can- 
cer in the 4th (sudden and spectacular 
endings or exceptional beginnings) ; the 
lunation with Mercury, Neptune, the 
South Node are in the 7th (foreign af- 
fairs, partners or opponents), while 
Jupiter is in Capricorn in the 10th—the 
only planet in the east—square the New 
Moon, However, Jupiter shows the pos- 
sibility of the U. S. attaining new power 
and dignity by putting international re- 
lations, finances, business, on a more 
secure basis and cutting off a lot of dead 
wood. Venus in the 9th is square Saturn 
intercepted in the 6th—delay, doubt, cold 
response and slow going in regard to 
foreign demands, Pluto and Mars in Leo 
at the cusp of the 6th indicate (with Aries 
rising) that the U. S. may take the posi- 
tion of producer, worker, enthusiastic 
backer and morale builder for favored 
agreements. At this time the people may 
leap into action and do the best job pos- 
sible. The South Node conjunct Neptune 
and Mercury, however, must be con- 
sidered as a very involved sidelight to 
affairs abroad or in diplomacy; apathy 
could cover any attitude toward tricks, 
treacheries or turmoil which may only 
be cleared by drastic action. After Mars 
enters Virgo on the 26th labor or em- 
ployment problems may mount violently. 
The North Atlantic Pact could well be 
spotlighted in October, as its strong Aries 
influences and Jupiter in Capricorn are 
contested by the current eclipses. Con- 
structive aspects in that Treaty (signed 
at Washington Apr. 4th and ratified by 
the Senate July 21, 1949) are trines from 
the Sun, Mars, Venus and Mercury 
(ruler of the chart) in Aries, and Nep- 
tune making a sextile to Pluto from 
Libra. The houses involved are Ist, 7th 
and 11th, with Aries and Libra being on 
the cusps of the 8th and 2nd, presup- 
posing aggression, rulership, Congress— 
above all money or items constituting 
financial, economic and military stability. 
Further, Saturn in the 12th sextiles 
Uranus and the Moon in the 10th—the 
creation, Organization and operation of 





alliances, ideas, opinions, forms of pro- 
cedure. Between the end of Sept. and 
the Full Moon of Oct. the development 
of these elements could reach a crisis in 
the nations subscribing to the Treaty, 
with perhaps striking emphasis on the 
British Commonwealth. Not only is the 
financial structure under intense pressure 
but the Government of England may be 
under fire with possible forced elections. 


Britain 


In the British chart the Sun is in 
Capricorn, also in Australia the Sun and 
Saturn are both in Capricorn; in the 
Canadian chart the Sun and Uranus are 
in Cancer. So with the current transit of 
Uranus in Cancer they are all subject to 
surprising action, especially in October 
with the strong Libra squares. In the 
United Kingdom chart the South Node 
is in Libra (where it is now transiting), 
on which the Full Moon eclipse will fall, 
while the solar eclipse of the 21st is im 
square the Moon and Jupiter. These 
explosive situations can permeate the 
population as well as world interests, 
finance, economy, administrative leaders 
and Parliament, with wide repercussions 
on world affairs, especially in view of the 
Mars-Pluto conjunction. Whatever the 
storm at this time, it is apt to carry over 
until the lunar eclipse of Apr. 2nd, 1950, 
and could have the most unexpected de- 
velopments in Sept. 1950. In this United 
Kingdom chart Neptune has been on the 
ascendent since approximately 1943 and 
will continue in the Ist house until 1956. 
From a philosophic standpoint Neptune 
and Pluto are both embracive, penetrat- 
ing; but whereas Neptune feels, seeps, 
spreads, from the particular to the uni- 
versal, from the form to the formless, the 
Pluto influence reacts from the universal 
to the particular, from the formless to 
the concrete, from the unbounded to the 
crystallized. So this country of free speech 
and wide latitude may meet this political 
test by a change to a more conservative 
standard and a forced decision, forced 
partly by other nations and global inter- 
dependencies on monetary affairs. The 
uproad, conflict, haste, delays, tension, 
nerves, of the first three weeks may cause 
serious errors in international or domestic 
action, any of which can occasion still 
further controversy and strain in 1950. 

Three key figures in British public life 
are apt to be in the thick of battles in Oct. 
Ernest Bevin will have the solar eclipse 
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opposite his Jupiter-Saturn in Aries. This 
is a conjunction that tends to give a ten- 
acious determination in pursuing a se- 
lected course and practically never gives 
up an objective; it also connotes peculiar 
ideas in regard to the uses of money. 
Not only may the eclipse test these ideas 
but the Mars-Pluto aspect could strike 
at the same influences while affecting his 
career, personal life and possibly health. 
Sir Stafford Cripps has Jupiter in Capri- 
corn with Uranus in Libra, now in the 
path of the eclipses, with transiting 
Uranus over his progressed Sun and 
Mars in Cancer, which could be extreme- 
ly disturbing in every way. The interpre- 
tation of his natal Jupiter-Uranus aspect 
is the opposite of Bevin’s, for while Sir 
Stafford has an underlying rigidity, he 
will leave a beaten track to try something 
new and particularly to explore any 
theory of finance that has a new twist, 
especially if it relates to public, foreign 
or labor elements. From his history and 
chart he is not a man of “agreements,” 
and would usually make his point through 
division of opinion rather than alliances. 
He, too, may feel the events and circum- 
stances of Oct. with great personal ten- 
sion. Winston Churchill apparently will 
be in there fighting in Oct. as the eclipses 
fall on his Mars and Jupiter, while the 
Mars-Pluto conjunction will trine his 
Uranus. His health may not be too good, 
but his public acclaim may mount even 
higher. 

Germany 

The chart of the Constitution of Bonn 
(the Government of Western Germany, 
officially signed on May 23, 1949) has the 
Sun, Venus, Mercury and Uranus in 
Gemini. The Sun is trine Jupiter, retro- 
grade in Aquarius, which assumes _re- 
tarded but steady progress in finance. 
Venus-Mercury sextiles the Moon in 
Aries and Pluto in Leo, with a trine to 
Neptune. Uranus sextiles Saturn in Leo. 
Tension or troubles come from Mars in 
Taurus square Pluto and Saturn in Leo, 
fixed signs. Thus the tensions may not 
be quickly settled but continue to be part 
of the cold war (Pluto) as well as in- 
dicating hostilities from other countries. 
However, this chart fits in remarkably 
well with that of the North Atlantic 
Treaty, and Gemini is so emphasized in 
both maps as to make treaties, pacts, 
agreements, creation of new resources, 
air power, transportation, communica- 
tions, neighboring countries, wide eco- 





nomic trade and world wide commerce, 
as well as the arts, part of the eventual 
rehabilitation. Attempts to change base, 
or the document in any form at the end 
of Sept. or the first three weeks of Oct. 
will have great resistance and could cause 
tremendous altercations. In this it might 
be that Russia would have the upper 
hand in gaining an objective either in 
Berlin or through diplomatic channels at 
that time. 
Russia 

Russia in fact may be in a position to 
take advantage of the current confusion, 
mistakes of other governments, lack of 
coordination in financial, economic, mone- 
tary fields, as the two eclipses of October 
fall close to the natal Saturn in the 
U.S.S.R. chart and square the natal Mer- 
cury. This is the signature of great re- 
serve power, ability to withhold action 
but to plot, scheme, organize, with tre- 
mendous insight (Mercury in Capricorn 
—critical and suspicious). The U.S.S.R. 
may act with abrupt harshness at this 
time as the violent Pluto-Mars conjunc- 
tion is aggressive in that chart and also 
in that of Stalin. However tyranny over 
satellite nations, trying to impose de- 
mands or subjugate other nations under 
these conditions can ultimately lead to 
failure and downfall of both nations and 
leaders. A show-down fight may develop 
in Oct. between Russia and Yugoslavia 
as well as Poland, while force may be 
exercised (perhaps through diplomatic 
channels) in Turkey, Iran and Iraq, espe- 
cially in the economic and financial fields 
—and that of course could mean food or 
oil. The United States may face a terrific 
problem with regard to help to Yugo- 
slavia, which would take prodigious effort 
to solve. 

Highlighted Areas 

Confusion and violence may strike at 
the four corners of the globe with the in- 
fluences of October, but a new factor 
might be introduced with intensity in the 
vicinity of Moscow, Capetown, Rio de 
Janeiro, Western Canada, | Honolulu, 
South China. The operation of submar- 
ines may suddenly become very important 
or shipping be affected even more dras- 
tically by labor disputes that are seeming- 
ly directed from M@scow, as the lines of 
influence in various charts rise in that 
region. Launchings in the Black Sea may 
signal tremendous future activity, while 
the Red Sea, Gulf of Aden, waters off

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Attaining Individual Freedom 
Dear Miss Starr: 

So many of my friends haven't the 
least idea what astrology is about. To tell 
the truth, they are the self-sufficient, 
capable type. Thus, I fear, we who search 
for courage and aid from the stars are 
the indecisive, troubled ones. 

I have set myself to write my prob- 
lem to you time and again in the past 
seven years, yet each time tore it up, 
feeling my problem is my own, to solve 
and no one else can point the way. 

Yet, a comparison chart would be in- 
teresting. It might help others in similar 
situations, I believe that is why we buy 
and read not only astrology magazines 
but fiction: to discover parallels in our 
own lives and learn how others handled 
their problems. 

Can you explain a complex mother- 
daughter relationship? I laugh when 1 
read “advice” because escape is in each 
individual if he has the character to use 
his own brains and will power. 

Would you omit the places of birth in 
your answer, using only latitudes and 
longitudes if necessary? 

I am the only girl with three brothers 
in my family. My birthdate is May 14, 
1904, near midnight, 47 N., 92 W. My 
mother’s birthdate is April 16, 1874. 

Since childhood I was the one held in 
line to pitch in and do things. The boys 
were allowed to go their own ways; their 
lives and individuality were important. 
But being the only daughter, I was made 
to sidetrack all hopes and desires, pleas- 
ures and self-interests in favor of help- 
ing my mother. If it had been financial 
aid only, I don’t think I would have ob- 
jected. You give and then go your way. 
But to have to surrender all personal 
aims and time to be at beck’s call, under 
thumb, serve continually, that is the bit- 
ter side. 

Resentment has grown up in me, I 
tried to reason, point out, but all I got 





were tantrums and tears and scolding. 

In 1930 I was married, to a Nov. 19, 
1903 man, not an easy one to placate, you 
can believe. 

My husband's work takes him out of 
town considerably, thus my mother feels 
no compunction in invading my privac\ 
every hour of the day. She criticises, or- 
ders, demands and has used loneliness as 
a strong weapon. 

There must be some explanation in our 
birth horoscopes as to why she decided 
that here was a child she intended to use 
and why I have allowed it. 

One can say, “She is 75 years old. That 
explains it.” But it only explains why 
she uses age and illness now when in 
years previous she used demands, de- 
mands. I have always liked peace and a 
well-ordered life. Nagging makes me 
physically ill, with headaches, upset stom- 
ach, etc. Yet she has always thrived on 
nagging. It has always been that she 
never had a friend. She never planned 
for herself. She hated housework, and 
being left a widow young, used loneliness 
as a club to get me to go with her, or visit 
with her, to serve her until she moved in 
on me. 

Yet there must be some explanation. 
I have tried to request her not to demand 
so much, not to expect so much, though 
of course now she is old she resorts to 
tears and illness. I feel sorry for her. No 
one ta,care whether she is well and vital. 
I try to overlook her determined methods 
of getting attention. But she has always 
driven away friendly overtures by peo- 
ple with her bitter attitude on life, her 
evident jealousy, her desire to place her 
own troubles and work first. Soon people 
drop such a person. She has never in her 
life had a generous word for anyone, al- 
ways suspicious and prying to twist it 
into some distortion of the facts, to the 
other’s detriment. 

It is terrible to feel this way about your 
own mother. To look back on half my 
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life given to try to kvep her in touch with 
life, on trips, entertainment, newsy bits, 
when she has always been bitter and 
jealous. 

She is old and ailing, though nothing 
serious and likely will live many long 
years yet. I see my future. I isn’t the big 
troubles that drain our will to live, it’s the 
daily petty ones that rub us wrong, the 
daily useless sacrifices that add up to 
nothing. 

A Troubled Taurean. 
ANSWER: It is true that the solution 
to your problem must be found within 
yourself. “Stone walls do not a prison 
make,” neither does another dominate 
our lives and restrict our freedom— 
unless we let him (or her). Like everv- 
thing sweet and precious in life, freedom 
must first be sought—and found—within. 

Long ago you allowed the maternal 
cords to be woven, that you now find so 
restraining. You yourself did not make 
the necessary subconscious break, as did 
your brothers, and “cut the umbilical 
cord.” Perhaps you had an unconscious 
dread, a shrinking from life’s responsi- 
bilities. (You have Venus, Moon, Mer- 
cury, Sun and Mars all Taurus, the 
latter three in your fourth house, in 
square to your rising Saturn in Aquarius, 
and Saturn is your chart’s ruler.) You 
felt strong maternal and ancestral ties; 
and your mother has North Node, Venus, 
Mars and Pluto in Taurus, in square to 
her own Saturn in Aquarius. Also, she 
has the Moon conjunct the Sun in Aries, 
making her a very dominant, aggressive 
and self-assertive individual. 

Your mother’s Uranus in Leo—the 
“dictator” plaret in the sign of love and 
children—in square to her Venus, Mars 
and Pluto in Taurus, and opposing her 
Saturn, would be responsible for the dic- 
tatorial attitude and policies she adapted 
toward at least one of her children. And 
her Pluto on your Moon, Mercury and 
Sun could be very dictatorial. But if you 
had early withdrawn or ‘retreated from 
the orbit of that dominance, she would 
have sought and found other, and more 
constructive, outlets for this tremendous 
urge to power. Indeed, it might have been 
turned into more universal channels, be- 
coming less personal, had you not allowed 
yourself to become the sole object of it. 

With your mother’s Jupiter in Virgo 
trined by her Taurus group, and her Sun- 
Moon in Aries fortified by the wide sex- 





tile to her Saturn in Aquarius, she might 
have made more of her own personal 
life, in work or service to humanity, if 
you had not allowed her to focus her at- 
tention and energies into the narrow orbit 
of your life. 

While it is rather late for a change at 
this late date, especially as your mother’s 
progressed Moon is in Capricorn, Sa- 
turn’s sign, and will later contact her 
Saturn in Aquarius, it is not too late. 

In Queen Victoria’s time, it was gen- 
erally accepted by her, and by other 
“proper” people, that the object or vic- 
tim of any wrong—and a psychological 
wrong can be included in this category— 
was partly to blame in any error or 
wrongdoing. Thus the “wronged” wife 
must be held somewhat at fault for her 
husband philandering. Perhaps the mis- 
take was made primarily in a careless and 
improper choice of a mate. If people 
would devote as much time and consider- 
ation to choosing a lifemate as they do 
a new car, for instance, or even in the 
purchase of a dog, many errors in judg- 
ment would be averted. Of course we do 
not consciously choose our parents; but 
we can control our adult reaction to them, 
and prevent them from assuming too 
great control over our later lives, the 
same as we prevent outsiders (neighbors, 
friends, etc.) from so doing. 

In your chart for “around midnight,” 
Capricorn is rising, giving Cancer the 
jurisdiction of your seventh house of 
marriage. You have Neptune — your 
“weak point”’—in Cancer, Cancer rules 
the mother, and in the absence of chil- 
dren of your own, which would have 
placed you naturally in your own seventh 
house, in the role of mother, you have 
allowed your own mother to take over 
too much control. Your husband, a Scor- 
pio, is placed in your professional tenth, 
probably in the role of provider, Your 
own progressed Moon, like your mother’s, 
is in Capricorn, on your Ascendant now, 
where it opposes Cancer and your seventh 
house. You desire become more an 
individual, and [ believe you will become 
more individualistic. But it will not be 
easy. Patience is necessary—no drastic 
action should be taken. Make up your 
mind that you are your own captain, that 
you control and steer your own ship, and 
under your progressed Moon’s trine to 
your Mars, Sun, Mercury and Moon, I 
believe you can ultimately succeed, 
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Later on in life, as you widen your 
interests, you may find yourself jin the 
role of “cosmic mother,” branching out 
in your sympathetic understanding of 
other’s lives and problems. But the pres- 
ent problem is how to understand and 
direct your own life. Surely you know 
that the unconscious, and even conscious 
resentment you feel at present is evil or 
destructive, for all concerned? Why do 
you not take a trip, or perhaps join your 
husband on one of his (you say he is 
away often on business)?

The Incalculable Factor 


Dear Miss Starr: 

I was born February 25, 1898; was 
married very young, at fifteen years. I 
had no time to think about getting married 
after my husband proposed. He got the 
license without asking me. He and his 
sister talked me into getting married with- 
out .my .grandparents’ consent, ..(My 
mother died when I was four years old.) 

My husband’s birthday ts June 18, 1893.

My first child was born when I was 
seventeen. I have five children living ; on 
passed away at seven months. My young- 
est is twenty two. I love my children and 
grandchildren more than anything else. 
They are so good to me. 

My husband has made quite a lot of 
money but just wastes it—no business 
manager whatever. He is always buying 
fine horses. Never asks me about any- 
thing or tells me any of his business. | 
have worked so hard caring for my chuil- 
dren. I have never hired a housekeeper 
for an hour. My aunt helped me some in 
sickness. I have done all my sewing, 
laundry and canning, often six hundred 
quarts of fruit and vegetables, and still 
he isn’t satisfied. 

Sometimes he will be good for two 
weeks, then he will explode again. He 
gets more angry the older he gets; some- 
times acts like a madman. He has abused 
the children and still does, even after 
they are married. The children and neigh- 
bors do not see how I live with him. He 
is the only one who does anything right, 
to hear him tell it. I wanted to leave him 
when the children were small, but again 
I thought if they would go wrong people 
would blame me, but now that they are 
doing for themselves I think 1 cannot 
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live with him another day. I have no love 
for him whatever. I just respect him be- 
cause he is the father of my children, I 
have worked so hard and worried so. 
Now I am under the doctor’s care and am 
nervous. He never gives me any money. 
I work for what I get. I go to church, 
class meeting club, and visit my children 
but not too often.

If 
it weren’t for my children I think I 
would give him up. I do have one thing 
to be thankful for—my children have 
gone the way I prayed they would go, 
and are liked by all who know them. 

Why do I have to suffer so? I don’t 
like to offend anyone. I know I’m not 
perfect but if I have any enemies | 
don’t know it. How long will this state of 
affairs go on? My husband has struck 
me with his fist and has threatened my 
life several times. Do you think a change 
would be wise at this time?

ANSWER: You have Sun conjoined 
to Venus in Pisces, which often, particu- 
larly in square to Uranus, Saturn, Pluto 
and Neptune, bestows a sort of maso- 
chistic complex, which could attract mari- 
tal situations of the type you relate. Your 
progressed Moon, passing into Pisces, 
after contacting your Mercury, conjoins 
your Sun and Venus, and has brought 
conditions to a head, so that you are 
anxious for a change or showdown at 
least. You feel a relief from your pentup 
feelings of ill treatment at your hus- 
band’s hands by writing about it. But it 
is possible that you will feel obliged to 
“suffer love” for yet awhile. That is, 
you may not feel free to make the break 
of your own accord just yet. Of course, 
in order to determine anything specifical- 
ly your hour and place of birth need to 
be known. But I am inclined to think 
that, with your Venus in Pisces conjunct 
Sun, touched off by your progressed 
Moon, you enjoy the masochistic role 
more than you consciously realize. Also, 
although you may deny this consciously, 
you like to play the role of martyred 
wife. Otherwise why endure it all these 
years? 

Uranus has just completed its transit 
over your husband’s Sun, and is approach- 
ing his Venus in Cancer, which sign also 
contains his Mars in a later degree. He 
has Venus square Saturn in Libra: this 
aspect of Venus and Saturn was also in 


force at your birth. If you wish to read 
more on this aspect than space permits 
us here, please refer to Chas. E. O. Car- 
ter’s book, The Astrological Aspects, page 
128-131. He states, “There is usually a 
definite sacrifice of happiness, either to 
an ideal, to a material ambition, or to 
duty.” And again, “One may credit 
Venus-Saturn natives with fidelity; they 
are often very cold in some part of their 


nature, and, even with ascendants such, 


as Taurus or Libra, may astonish one 
with unsuspected hardness. . 

. ‘As a rule either the life is ex- 
ceptionally sad, or the nature is such that 
normal misfortunes are felt abnormally. 
It is a distinct demand that happiness 
should not be sought in the things of 
Saturn and his kingdom.” 

It would seem evident therefore that 
marital happiness, of the generally ac- 
cepted sense, should not be sought by 
natives of this aspect, as you and your 
husband. Or the personal desires should 
be submerged in devotion to others, as 
to children, or to principles and ideals. 

Saturn’s transit into Virgo, your solar 
seventh house, where it squares its natal 
place in your chart (you have Saturn in 
Sagittarius), is testing the durability of 
your marriage. With Moon in Taurus 
square Mars in Aquarius in your natal 
chart, and with Mercury also in Aquarius, 
perhaps you may incite your husband's 
unseemly behavior by your own attitude 
or reactions. Mars in Aquarius surely 
loves debate or argument; these people 
make excellent lawyers. 

It is true that your husband, who has 
Moon in Leo, also progressed Mercury, 
Sun and Mars in Leo, both forming and 
separating from the square to his natal 
and progressed Jupiter in Taurus, would 
try the patience of any more conserva- 
tive-minded person by his extravagance, 
as in purchasing race-horses, etc., and the 
Uranian influence in Gemini-Cancer must 
have made him seem a very contrary in- 
dividual. However his progressed Moon 
is on his Venus in Virgo about this time, 
and his more pleasing side should come 
to the fore. If changes are made, they 
will probably be surprising ones to him. 
At least, the unforseen may occur for 
him this year afid next. The incalculable 
and unpredictable factor will probably 
enter in, and as stated previously, in 
the absence of the birth hour it is not 
possible to state in what direction the

Assrro.ocicat descriptions of 
Libra, like those of Aquarius always 
sound too good to be true—and so they 
are.

sign (since the fall of 
1942). But now there is a planetary fac- 
tor (Uranus in the 10th house) that can 
lead you, to an unprecedented impulsive- 
ness, to break loose from unsatisfactory 
situations even if you know not where 
you're going or why, or whether or not 
you're leaping from the frying pan into 
to fire. Thus the need for reviewing the 
past years, weighing developments, clarif y- 
ing your feelings and ambitions, classi- 
fying your qualifications, and determining 
to take measured steps to bring your life 
closer into line with what you want and 
want to be, becomes more acute chan it 
would be under less stressful planetary 
conditions. 
This balancing of the books on the 
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past, with a full recognition of your part 
in developments, followed by an active 
preparation for future major changes, is 
the ultimate purpose of Saturn in the 
12th. In some cases, your review of 
‘ events should go back as far as 1930-32 
and 1938-40, but the requirement remains 
the same. In terms of everyday circum- 
stances, if you don’t make the move of 
your own accord, you may be forced into 
a narrower orbit by illness or the need 
to care for members of the family. Or 
sudden shifts in business or personnel 
may force you to seek new fields or pre- 
pare for new business or professional ac- 
tivities. Or -separation from old friends 
or groups may throw you on your own 
devices for amusement, and so on. Re- 
member tho, that even such forced retire- 
ment from your former fields can be 
turned to your advantage if you survey 
possibilities and dare to strike out in new 
directions. 

If, on your own, you follow the dic- 
tates of Saturn, this is an ideal year to 
plan and prepare for establishing a busi- 
ness of your own. You’re moving farther 
into a cycle where success will depend 
almost wholly on individual efforts, initi- 
ative and qualifications, so study, gaining 
additional or new experience, or practi- 
cal development of original ideas in a pro- 
fession are as much a part of the picture 
as are the preliminary surveys, the lining 
up of support, looking at locations, etc., 
that precede the opening a business ven- 
ture. 

In creative fields, this year represents 
the period of research, of the actual labor 
on works that may be presented to the 
public by the winter of 1950-51. In pri- 
vate life, the pursuit of a hobby may rep- 
resent the equivalent of creative work, 
whether or not it actually comes under 
the heading of “creative” activity—it’s 
the interest and the personal urge behind 
it that counts; an intellectual interest 
serves as well as a creative or practical 
activity.

The question of proper preliminary 
planning is made more acute this winter 
by Mars’ retrogradation in your sun sign 


and 12th house. The danger of premature 
moves, of leaping off into space without 
sufficient investigation or evaluation, of 
taking on more than your physical con- 
dition will uphold, is emphasized particu- 
larly from Jan. 1st to Feb. 12th. This is 
an excellent period when you're likely to 
feel more adventuresome than usual, 
when your charm and ability to sell your- 
self can get you in over your head, only 
to have what probably are really worth- 
while possibilities give way under your 
feet between Feb. 12th and May 3rd.

Health problems, both of self and oth- 
ers around you are apt to be most acute 
in the lives of Libras born in 1877-78, 
1906-07, 1936-38, 1891-92 and 1920-21. 
Greater precautions should be taken by 
these natives, and an effort made to clear 
up chronic conditions, especially next 
April to June. Rebellion against enforced 
idleness or the necessity for extra work 
can reach major pr@portions in Nov.-Dec. 
and again in April and May of next year, 
but this rebellion is likely only to boomer- 
ang back in the form of “more of the 
same.”

are excellent in this 
respect, as is also the winter of 1950-51). 
However, in business of all kinds, it is 
the personal qualification —the tag of 
your individuality—that counts, It may 
be your looks, the way you walk, talk or 
dress, that bring you to others’ notice, 
get vou an audience, throw a sale your 
way, draw customers or clients to you, 
make you popular socially, and so on. 
(At adverse periods, listed later, you can 
lose out for just as silly reasons—the im- 
pression you make is_ all-important). 
Uranus brings the opportunity; it’s up 
to you then to produce, and to be able to 
continue to hold the focus of favor or 
attention by maintaining the attraction 
that brought the original opening. You 
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can rise to unusual heights during this 
7-year transit (June 1949 to Sept. 1955), 
especially between 1951 and 1953, but 
you need at all times to be constantly 
alert to swiftly moving changes, and 
ready to capitalize on personal favor. 

The unusual becomes the usual during 
this transit. You can get a job in an out- 
of-the-way field, or where the personnel 
set-up is completely whacky or made up 
of odd types. Bosses may be peculiar, to 
say the least, “characters” who storm and 
yell, demand the impossible, expect the 
world to turn over at their command. 
You can also run into bizarre people 
socially—wholly different from the types 
in your accustomed circle; or you can 
have strange experiences shopping or 
otherwise mixing with crowds . 

Your own temper is apt to be erratic, 
to blow up violent storms ; overindepend- 
ence is the order of the day. Rebellion 
against authority or criticism of,any kind 
flares wildly—you want what you want, 
but perhaps won’t want it if you get it. 
There’s a tendency here to stage a scene 
just for the staging, with no thought of 
the consequences. And just as great as is 
your rebellion against authority, is your 
indignation and emotional reaction at any 
show of independence or opposition to 
your “rule” on the part of others. You 
better be sure you're right when you 
speak your piece to superiors or public 
—for retribution is swift and scathing 
under the Uranus transit. Libra children, 
especially those born between 1928 and 
1935, will brook no interference; reason 
if you can, but keep the rein light in your 
hand—or concealed. 

Librans born between Sept. 24th and 
Oct. 6th of any year will experience the 
Uranus indications more strongly than 
those born later in the sign, altho it is 
difficult to hold such a major factor down 
to specific timing. All Librans born in 
1905-06-07-08 come in a special classi- 
fication. These natives are inherently 
more dare-devil than most Librans; they 
are born with the type of innately re- 
bellious nature that is described above, 
for they have Uranus square the Sun at 
birth. All their lives they have cut loose 
from situations that threatened to curtail 
their liberty, defied authority, attempted 
over and over again to make life go their 
way—or else; probably they have also 
cut the ground from under their own 
feet more than once.

Make a real effort to settle family dif- 
ferences, straighten out family property 
questions, conclude sales or purchase of 
home or business sites, make final ar- 
rangements for improvements, settle into 
new jobs, between Oct. 12th and Nov.

Neptune 


The bewilderment, confusion, lack of

Don’t indulge 
in self pity, nor retreat into the pseudo- 
masochism of “I guess I’m just a hope- 
less case—not good for anything or any- 
body.” And don’t accept other people’s 
opinion of what you are and what makes 
you tick, for other people are little likely 
to see the real you at this time, altho 
they are likely to be free with advice and 
try to force their opinions on you or 
attempt to use emotional appeals to sway 
your actions. If you’re strong within, sure 
of your aims and sure of the rightness 
of your attitudes and opinions—at least, 
sure that they’re right for you regardless 
of what other people want or do—you 
will be able to withstand this onslaught 
on your privacy. 

Librans born between Oct. 7 and 13th 
of any year will be most susceptible to 
the Neptunian invasion. Your motives 
especially will be questioned, and you 
more than others can be fooled by other 
people, led by subtle persuasion along 
paths you would not otherwise travel. 

All Librans should analyze situations 
thoroughly or refuse to move until factual 
proof is forthcoming, until people present 
tangible evidence; stand firmly against 
appeals to their emotion or sympathy; 
make sure that others understand them, 
near Oct. 8th-25th (all of October is 
colored by a Neptunian cloud); Dec. 
22nd; Jan. 8th; April 6th; May 19th; 
July 6th, 7th, 9th, 14th; Aug. 3rd; Sept. 
26th. Greater precaution against infec- 
tions or the contraction of infectuous 
diseases should also be taken near these 
dates. 

Plan of Action 


As already indicated, new starts can 
be made between Dec. 27th and Feb. 12th, 
but in most cases it would be wiser to de- 
lay important beginnings until between 
June 12th and Aug. 10th when Mars will 
be direct in your sun sign. It is under- 
standable that in many cases action can- 
not be delayed so long. Where it is neces- 
sary to embark on undertakings in the 
Jan.-Feb. period, plans should be strength- 
ened by exceptional preparation, and the 
necessity of backtracking, making re- 
visions, delays, gathering additional sup- 
port or experience, must be faced, and it

OCTOBER: Confusion predomin- 
ates, especially in relation to partners or 
other people with whom you deal directly.

Effective October 6th to 21st 

The Full Moon, a total eclipse of the 
Moon, occurs at 9:52 p.m. EST on Oct. 
6th in 13° 30’ Aries, in very close oppo- 
sition to Neptune, and trine to Mars and 
Pluto in Leo. This lunar eclipse is visi- 
ble in the United States and Canada. The 
beginning is visible in western Asia, 
Africa, Europe, North America (except 
the extreme western and .orthwestern 
sections), South America and the south- 
eastern Pacific. The ending is visible in 
approximately the same regions. The 
eclipse falls on the natal sun of those 
born on April 3rd or 4th of any year. 
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New moon 

The New Moon, a partial eclipse of 
the Sun, occurs at 4:23 p.m. EST on 
the 21st in 28° 09 Libra. The eclipse 
makes no applying aspects, but is sepa- 
rating from a sextile to Mars and a 
square to Jupiter. The solar eclipse is 
invisible. in North America. The path 
of the middle line begias northeast of 
Australia, extends across east-central 
Australia and Antarctica, and ends east 
of Cape Horn, South America. The solar 
eclipse falls on the natal Sun of those 
born Oct. 21st or 22nd of any years. 

Solar Aspects 

The Sun completes six aspects and 
four parallels this month. An inferior 
conjunction with Mercury occurs at 3:12 
p.m. EST on the 3rd in 10° 17’ Libra.

Mercury

sextile to Venus on the 29th, a parallel 
to Saturn on the 30th, and a square to 
Jupiter on the 31st. The Mercury-Nep- 
tune conjunction of the 25th falls on the 
natal Sun of those born Oct. 8th or 9th 
of any year. 
Venus 

Venus moves from 19° 20’ Scerpio 
to 24° 33’ Sagittarius, entering Sagit- 
tarius at 5:19 am.

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Market Perspective 
October, 1949 


Tue cyclically sustaining indicators 
which have been in force since last 
March and cushioned the unwinding ma- 
jor downward trend wane considerably 
this month. The widening aspect between 
Uranus in Cancer and Saturn in Virgo 
is sharply reduced in potency by the 
Sun squaring Uranus. The Node now 
has moved into orb of opposition to 
Neptune in Libra. Until Jupiter leaves 
Capricorn, where it is virtually void 
of course in relation to aid from Uranus 
or Saturn, and moves into Aquarius tc 
consolidate the popular demand for in- 
flationary devices by trining Neptune 
and sextiling the Node, market prospects 
portend spasmodic movements. 
Speculative and investment confidence 
is cyclically due for a considerable up- 
surge from about September 20th-24th 
to: October 12th-15th. Normally the 
indicators of this period would be bear- 
ish. At this time though, Uranus (polit- 
ical democracy) trine Neptune (ideals 
of the workers as it rules the 6th from 
the ascendant of the September 22nd 
lunation) is set off by Mercury con- 
junct Neptune and then conjunct the 
Sun. The sickness of national purchas- 
ing power and income, reflected by Sat- 
urn in the 11th, marks this as a ripe 
place ‘to prime the pump, !egislate or 
order vast financially comforting devices 
to spur economic activity. Markets are 
due to discount the efforts but by mid- 
month run into liquidation pressure and 
level off. Such a peak appearing in mid- 
October would presage a resumption of 
the downward trend until mid-December. 
Over the past several years, partic- 
ularly since 1946 when the current major 
downward trend began, it has been dis- 
concerting to statisticians to see market 
values melt persistently in the face of 
high earnings. In recent months many 
stocks have returned to their 1942 lows, 
others have retreated to 1938 lows, while 
a few are at their best levels in history. 
This divergence and selectivity has tended 
to distort the over-all pattern. The Aver- 
ages, such as the Dow-Jones Industrials, 
have formed a broad pattern since late 
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in 1946 at relatively high levels—between 
163 and 193; In May of this year this 
congestion was broken on the downside, 
followed by the usual rally correction 
(June into July) after a break-through. 
This action has grave significance on the 
major trend status of traditional private 
capital But it has immediate significance 
when compared with the price levels of 
the large number of extremely depressed 
stocks. It is that when this break-through 
runs its course the technical structure 
will be in a position to initiate a brief 
technical bull market. This will be in- 
dicated when a period of decline halts 
above the preceding low and an upward 
trend takes form which surmounts the 
preceding high. Thus, a high point this 
month, which is followed by a downward 
trend into December which fails to make 
new 1949 lows, would lay the founda- 
tion for a 1950 technical bull market. 

The March to July cise in commodity 
futures, anticipated here before it began, 
has been confirmed as this is being 
written in July. An intermediate up- 
ward trend correction developing in Sep- 
tember is expected to top out early this 
month and more weakness than strength 
mark price trends until the last of No- 
vember. A minor turn on the 3rd pro- 
jects narrow price ranges to a sharp 
lift the 7th into the 8th, followed by 
dullness to the 10th or early the 11th; 
from there strength to late the 13th 
with rather sharp weakness to follow 
to the 18th, choppy action with more 
weakness than strength to the 24th, fol- 
lowed by a rally to a high close the 
27th. From the 28th lower levels are 
expected to November Ist. 

Cyclically, the long term economic 
weather persists in continuing thick and 
depressing. Nevertheless, the shorter term 
outlook offers much to be encouraged 
over. The next twelve to fifteen months 
show a gap in heavily depressive factors 
which could mark a considerable resurg- 
ence of progress and expansion. By 
making full use of it many of the severe 
impacts between 1951 and 1953 can be 
allayed considerably.
